Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen 


The  Selectmen  respectfully  submit  the  following  re- 
port of  their  doings  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 

1907,  together  with  their  recommendations  for  the  year 
1908 : 

To  the  Citizens  and  Taxpayers  of  Attleborough : 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the  year  ending  March, 

1908,  desire  at  this  time  to  call  the  attention  of  the  tax- 
payers and  citizens  to  the  necessity  of  inaugurating  a 
system  of  rigid  economy  in  the  expenditure  of  the  town’s 
money.  We  care  not  whether  the  contemplated  improve- 
ments are  to  be  paid  for  out  of  the  tax  levy  for  1908,  or 
whether  it  is  to  be  paid  by  the  issuance  of  bonds  or  notes 
— that  is  simply  postponing  payment  of  the  original 
amount  with  interest  added  each  and  every  year  until 
bonds  mature  and  are  taken  up  and  paid.  We  are  pay- 
ing out  too  much  of  our  income  for  interest  money  that 
does  not  reduce  the  indebtedness  a single  dollar.  The  in- 
terest paid  on  notes  and  bonds  for  the  year  1907,  we 
estimate  will  amount  to  one-tenth  of  the  amount  of  the 
total  tax  levy.  While  we  would  not  recommend  that  any 
absolutely  necessary  work  be  postponed,  where  it  is  go- 
ing to  work  a positive  injury  to  the  property  of  the  town, 
yet  we  would  advise  going  slowly  in  our  expenditures  in 
order  to  allow  the  business  man  and  the  mechanic  an 
opportunity  to  recuperate  a little,  if  possible,  after  the 
very  unsatisfactory  business  for  past  few  months. 
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Highways  and  Bridges. 

Our  streets  for  the  past  few  years  have  been  greatly 
improved  and,  perhaps,  no  town  in  this  vicinity  has  a 
greater  number  of  miles  of  good  streets  than  has  Attle- 
boro. A few  years  ago  we  were  noted  for  our  poor 
streets,  and  it  was  said  you  could  always  tell  when  you 
got  into  Attleborough  because  you  were  on  the  most 
poorly  kept  streets,  now  just  the  reverse  is  true,  and  you 
can  always  tell  when  you  leave  our  town  line  for  you 
leave  well-made  and  well-kept  streets  and  immediately 
strike  the  poorer  kind.  We  recommend  a continuance  of 
this  good  work. 

Police  Department. 

We  again  congratulate  the  town  upon  its  very  small 
outlay  for  police.  We  are  the  banner  town  in  the  com- 
monwealth in  this  respect.  According  to  our  population, 
we  have  the  smallest  police  force.  This  alone  speaks 
volumes  for  the  sobriety  and  good  conduct  of  our  people, 
who  as  a whole  are  an  honest  and  industrious  class,  and 
we  trust  we  shall  continue  in  the  future  to  still  be  entitled 
to  claim  the  distinction  we  now  enjoy. 

Street  Lighting. 

Soon  after  the  annual  March  Meeting  the  Board 
decided  to  ask  for  a conference  with  the  Attleboro  Steam 
& Electric  Company  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the 
way,  whereby  we  could  improve  the  service  the  town 
was  receiving,  without  adding  to  the  cost.  The  president 
and  directors  met  with  the  Selectmen  and  went  over  very 
thoroughly  the  needs  and  requirements,  and  while  we 
did  not  get  everything  we  requested,  we  did  receive  con- 
cessions from  the  company  that  have  improved  the  ser- 
vice greatly.  While  we  are  not  yet  satisfied,  we  are  now 
receiving  better  service  than  ever,  as  the  streets  are 
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lighted  earlier  in  the  evening,  and  the  moon  schedule  of 
lighting  has  been  changed  so  as  to  allow  lighting  more 
nights  per  month.  The  streets  of  the  town  are  now 
pretty  well  lighted  and  there  is  but  little  complaint  made 
and  very  few  requests  for  new  lights. 

Sidewalks. 

During  the  past  two  years  considerable  time  and 
money  has  been  expended  in  the  extension  of  sidewalks 
in  the  town,  and  we  realize  that  in  order  to  keep  pace 
with  our  good  streets  we  must  have  good  sidewalks. 
Our  people  who  walk  are  as  much  entitled  to  good  side- 
walks as  are  the  people  who  ride  entitled  to  good  streets. 
Therefore,  we  recommend  that  a certain  sum  of  money 
be  expended  each  year  for  permanent  sidewalks  either 
of  concrete  or  some  other  material. 


Thacher  Brook  Drain. 

We  would  recommend  a continuation  of  this  drain,  as 
it  drains  a large  area  of  land  and  brings  large  returns  in 
the  shape  of  taxable  property.  Last  year  a good  deal  of 
work  was  accomplished,  and  with  an  appropriation  this 
year  of  one  thousand  dollars  the  work  will  be  nearly  com- 
pleted, and  we  would  recommend  that  amount. 

W e recommend  that  a statement  be  rendered  to  the 
Selectmen  each  month,  showing  the  standing  of  each 
department  at  the  time,  and  that  no  bills  be  contracted 
in  any  department  in  excess  of  the  appropriation  unless 
said  purchase  or  contract  has  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen. 

We  recommend  that  no  elected  board  in  any  depart- 
ment of  the  town  shall  appoint  any  one  of  its  members 
to  act  as  superintendent  of  the  department  that  they  are 
members  of. 
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We  recommend  that  the  fiscal  year  and  financial  year 
begin  with  the  first  day  of  March  in  each  year,  and  close 
with  the  last  day  of  February  following. 

We  recommend  that  a committee  be  appointed,  to  be 
known  at  the  committee  on  sewerage.  That  they  investi- 
gate the  subject  in  all  its  details:  as  to  the  method,  cost, 
etc.,  and  outline  the  district  to  be  served,  and  the  prob- 
able place  where  the  filter  bed  will  be  located,  and  that 
they  report  at  any  future  meeting  of  the  town  the  result 
of  their  investigation.  We  realize  it  will  take  consider- 
able time  to  do  the  preliminary  work  and  get  legislative 
authority,  but  we  know  of  nothing  more  urgently 
demanded  by  the  people  for  its  welfare,  convenience  and 
health  then  a system  of  sewerage.

This  report  completes  a tenth  of  a century  I have 
served  you  as  your  Collector  of  Taxes.  In  that  time  I have 
collected  and  turned  over  to  the  Treasurer  about  two 
millions  of  dollars,  promptly  and  correctly. 

This  year,  in  the  face  of  bank  troubles  and  general 
financial  stringency,  the  collections  to  January  t,  190b, 
of  the  1907  levy,  plus  abatements,  have  reached  9 2 per 
cent.,  or  within  3 per  cent,  of  last  year's  report,  which  was 
the  record  year  for  our  town,  and  has  rarely  been 
reached  in  the  entire  State. 

The  effect  on  the  Town  Treasury  of  this  character  of 
collections,  providing  against  so  much  borrowing  as  for- 
merly, keeping  our  credit  good,  not  creating  a floating 
debt  which  too  often  covered  up  thousands  of  dollars  of 
abatements,  arising  from  negligent  collections,  cannot 
be  overestimated. 
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Our  citizens  are  to  be  congratulated  on  their  present 
habits  of  promptness  in  the  payment  of  taxes,  which  are 
so  productive  of  their  individual  and  collective  pros- 
perity.

Apparatus. 

The  apparatus  of  the  department  consists  of  one  two- 
horse  hook  and  ladder  truck,  with  300  feet  of  ladders  and 
fully  equipped  with  all  necessary  tools ; one  two-horse 
combination  hose  and  chemical  wagon,  fully  equipped; 
one  two-horse  wagon,  fully  equipped ; two  supply  wag- 
ons, and  4,000  feet  of  hose  in  good  condition,  located  in 
the  centre  of  the  town  ; one  one-horse  hose  wagon,  600  feet 
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of  hose  and  all  necessary  tools  in  good  condition,  located 
at  the  Farmers;  one  four-wheel  hose  reel,  1,300  feet 
of  hose,  in  good  condition,  and  one  two-horse  hook  and 
ladder  truck  in  good  condition,  located  at  South  Attle- 
borough ; one  four-wheel  hose  reel,  1,000  feet  of  hose  in 
good  condition,  located  at  Hebronville ; one  hand  reel, 
800  feet  of  hose,  located  at  St.  Jean  plat;  one 
hand  reel,  800  feet  of  hose,  located  at  Briggs  Corner ; 
one  democrat  wagon,  one  single  horse  pung  and  one 
two-horse  pung,  located  in  the  centre  of  the  town. 

The  appartus  in  the  department  is  very  complete  for 
the  present,  except  in  the  ladder  service.  At  present  oui 
only  ladder  truck,  located  in  the  centre  of  the  town,  cov- 
ers all  the  outside  alarms  except  South  Attleborough. 
Should  the  building  in  the  residential  district  continue 
to  increase  the  number  of  alarms  will  naturally  increase, 
which  will  necessitate  the  placing  of  a light  ladder 
truck  in  South  Main  street  house  to  cover  all  outside 
boxes,  to  protect  the  manufacturing  district  which 
would  be  left  uncovered. 

Horses. 

The  department  has  seven  horses,  five  at  the  Union 
street  house,  and  two  at  the  South  Main  street  house, 
in  good  condition. 


Harnesses. 

The  department  has  four  sets  of  double  harnesses, 
one  used  by  Hose  Company  No.  1,  one  used  by  Hook 
and  Ladder  Truck  No.  1,  one  used  by  Hose  Company 
No.  2,  and  one  used  by  Hose  Company  No.  5,  Hebron- 
ville ; four  single  harnesses,  one  used  by  Hose  Company 
No.  4,  South  Attleborough,  one  by  Hose  Company  No. 
3,  Farmers,  one  used  by  the  spare  horse  at  Union  street, 
and  one  extra  harness,  all  in  good  condition. 
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Fire  Alarm. 

The  Gamewell  fire  alarm  system  is  in  use  and  in  good 
working  order.  It  consists  of  the  following  apparatus : 
Two  steam  gongs,  one  at  the  Pumping  Station  at  South 
Attleborough  and  one  at  the  Electric  Light  Station,  lo- 
cated at  Farmers;  three  bells,  one  on  South  Main  street, 
one  near  Pleasant  place,  one  on  Hose  Company  No.  4 
house.  South  Attleborough ; one  striker,  located  on  the 
church  at  Hebronville ; one  indicator  at  Hose  No.  1,  one 
at  Hose  No.  2,  and  one  at  Hose  No.  5 ; 15  tappers  used  in 
the  shops  and  by  members  of  the  Fire  Department ; 55 
fire  alarm  boxes,  owned  by  the  town,  one  private  box, 
owned  by  the  Interstate  Street  Railway  Company ; 
about  50  miles  of  wire  and  all  necessary  tools  for  keep- 
ing the  same  in  repair ; one  storage  battery,  complete, 
with  a six-circuit  switchboard. 

Houses. 

The  department  houses  are  located  as  follows : South 

Main  street  house,  occupied  by  Hose  Company  No.  1 ; 
Union  street  house,  occupied  by  Hook  and  Ladder  Com- 
pany No.  1 and  Hose  Company  No.  2;  the  house  at 
Farmers,  occupied  by  Hose  Company  No.  3 ; the  house 
at  South  Attleborough,  occupied  by  Hook  and  Ladder 
No.  2 and  Hose  Company  No.  4;  the  house  at  Hebron- 
ville, occupied  by  Hose  Company  No.  5 ; Hose  Com- 
pany No.  6 is  located  in  the  building  owned  by  the  St. 
Jean  Improvement  Society;  the  house  at  Briggs  Corner 
is  occupied  by  Hose  Company  No.  7. 

Permanent  Improvements. 

During  the  last  year  we  have  purchased  500 
hose,  and  one  deluge  set  on  Hook  and  Ladder  Truck  No. 
2,  South  Attleborough ; * three  fire  alarm  boxes  located 
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as  follows,  box  No.  26  located  corner  of  Knight  avenue 
and  South  Main  street,  No.  68  corner  of  Union  and  Park 
streets,  No.  316  on  North  Main  street,  and  painted  two 
bell  towers.

I understand  the  flashing  point  is  limited  to  no  de- 
grees, and  in  the  tests  which  I have  made  I have  carried 
it  up  to  150  degrees  without  flashing.

Report  of  the  Inspector  of  Cattle, 
Provisions  and  Milk 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  of  Attleborough : 

Gentlemen : — I herewith  submit  my  seventh  annual  re- 
port as  Cattle  and  Milk  Inspector  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1907. 

I made  my  annual  inspection  of  all  the  cattle  and 
swine  in  town  in  October,  as  usual. 

Visits  have  been  made  to  179  stables,  where  879  cows, 
90  young  cattle,  12  bulls,  2 oxen  and  850  swine  were 
kept. 

There  is  a large  falling  off  in  all  kinds  of  neat  stock 
since  1906,  there  being  68  less  cows,  36  less  young  cattle, 
19  less  bulls,  one  less  oxen  and  146  less  swine.  The  fall- 
ing off,  in  my  opinion,  is  largely  due  to  the  high  price 
of  hay  and  grain. 

The  number  of  cattle  quarantined  and  killed  this  year, 
having  the  disease  known  as  tuberculosis,  was  34,  against 
67  last  year. 

There  has  been  four  horses  killed  in  town  this  year 
having  the  disease  known  as  glanders. 

I have  quarantined  10  dogs  in  town  this  year  under 
suspicion  of  being  bitten  by  a dog  that  had  the  rabies. 

I have  inspected  and  released  291  cattle  this  year 
brought  into  town  from  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Ver- 
mont and  New  York  states. 

I have  sold  76  milk  licenses  this  year,  which  is  two 
more  than  I sold  last  year. 
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There  has  been  two  fined  this  year  for  having  milk  on 
their  carts  that  was  not  up  to  the  standard. 

The  Board  of  Health  this  year  is  going  to  require 
every  person  having  a license  to  sell  milk  to  adopt  a set 
of  by-laws  that  will  bring  clean,  pure  milk.

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Report  of  the  Park  Commissioners 
for  1907 


To  the  Citizens  of  Attleboro: 

The  work  of  clearing  Capron  Park  has  been  continued 
another  season,  so  far  as  the  appropriation  allowed,  and 
now  nearly  three-quarters  of  it  stands  cleared  of  brush 
and  stumps  and  is  well  grassed  over. 

The  latter  part  of  the  summer  was  remarkable  for  lack 
of  rain  and  it  was  judged  wise  by  the  commissioners 
to  take  advantage  of  the  unusual  opportunity  for  doing 
some  of  the  work  of  clearing  out  the  mud-hole  at  the 
rear  end  of  the  park.  It  is  purposed  to  make  a small  pond 
of  this  spot,  which  will  be  both  attractive  in  the  summer 
and  afford  a skating  place  in  the  winter.  A surprising 
depth  of  mud  was  found,  it  being  from  three  to  six  feet 
deep,  and  this  mud  will  serve  as  the  greater  part  of  the 
top  dressing  required  about  the  park.  After  the  whole 
of  the  park  appropriation  had  been  expended  the  dry 
weather  still  continued,  and  as  it  made  the  work  at  the 
pond  so  unusually  economical  the  Commissioners  desired 
to  continue  it.  After  consultation  with  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen it  was  decided  to  do  so,  and  additional  work  to 
the  extent  of  $102.46  was  performed  before  the  fall 
rains  commenced. 

If  the  coming  summer  is  ordinarily  dry  the  pond  will 
be  excavated  so  that  by  next  winter  it  will  be  flooded 
for  skating  for  nearly  its  whole  size. 

The  town  made  a special  appropriation  of  $400  for  a 
band  stand.  This  was  less  than  recommended  for  the 
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purpose,  and  less,  it  was  found,  than  a suitable  band  stand 
could  be  built  for.  It  was  decided  best  to  build  a stand, 
the  main  part  of  which  should  be  of  more  lasting  mate- 
rial than  wood,  and  this  has  been  done,  using  cobbles  laid 
in  Portland  cement  for  the  corners  of  the  stand,  and 
using  iron  beams  and  stone  piers  for  the  support  of  the 
floor.  Cobble  stones  were  found  in  the  park  in  the  work  of 
clearing,  and  the  cobble  stone  corners  are  surmounted  by 
large  granite  caps.  The  stand  is  now  made  ready  for  the 
flooring,  railings  and  the  room  for  storage  below  the 
floor,  at  a cost  of  $264.25,  leaving  a balance  of  $135.75, 
which  was  turned  back  to  the  town.  To  complete  the 
stand  in  wood,  including  a wooden  flooring,  will  cost  $270 
For  an  additional  sum  of  $50  the  flooring  and  the  walls 
of  the  storage  room  can  be  made  of  reinforced  concrete, 
and  we  would  recommend  using  the  more  permanentma* 
terial.  The  storage  room  spoken  of  is  for  holding  the 
chairs,  racks,  etc.,  for  the  use  of  musicians.

Report  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of 
Attleborough : 

Gentlemen : — The  following  is  a summary  of  the  work 
performed  by  this  department  during  the  past  year,  in 
eluding  the  regular  maintenance  work  and  work  done  un- 
der special  appropriation. 

There  has  been  a change  in  my  assistants  in  one  in- 
stance only,  namely,  in  South  Attleboro.  Geo.  W.  Allen 
resigned  and  was  succeeded  by  Frank  E.  Shaw.  My 
other  assistants  are  the  same  ones  that  served  the  town  in 
their  different  capacities  during  the  previous  year,  name- 
ly, Herbert  A.  Caswell,  Walter  Follett,  Robert  W.  Shar- 
key, Henry  A.  Lord  and  Charles  Claflin. 

The  department  has  approximately  $7,000  worth  of 
property,  including  one  stone  crusher,  one  steam  roller, 
three  road  scrapers,  seven  tip-carts,  seven  sprinkling 
carts,  one  sewer  cart,  six  harnesses  and  five  horses,  be- 
sides the  ordinary  tools  used  by  the  department. 

The  work  of  scraping  all  the  streets  in  town,  except 
in  South  Attleboro,  was  performed  by  Herbert  A.  Cas- 
well with  the  new  road  machine,  thus  getting  better  re- 
sults than  ever  before. 

The  cost  of  operating  the  crusher  and  steam  roller  has 
been  greater  than  usual  on  account  of  a large  numbei 
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of  necessary  repairs.  It  will  be  necessary  to  construct 
new  bins  for  the  crusher  during  the  coming  year,  as 
the  old  ones  are  somewhat  decayed  and  unfit  for  service. 
I would  also  recommend  the  purchase  of  a new  steam 
roller  this  year. 


Gravel  Roads. 

Lindsay  street  has  been  improved  for  a distance  of 
3,600  feet.  Six  hundred  and  twenty-five  loads  of  gravel 
were  used  on  this  street. 

Charles  street  has  been  gravelled  the  entire  length,  a 
distance  of  400  feet.  One  hundred  and  eighty-eight  loads 
of  gravel  were  used  on  this  street. 

Parker  street  has  been  gravelled  for  a distance  of  950 
feet.  Two  hundred  and  sixty-eight  loads  of  gravel  were 
used  on  this  street. 

Maple  street  has  been  gravelled  for  a distance  of  1,000 
feet.  Three  hundred  and  fifty-seven  loads  of  gravel  were 
used  on  this  street. 

Forest  street  has  been  worked  in  the  same  manner  as 
during  the  previous  year.  Eighteen  inches  of  poor  ma- 
terial was  removed  and  replaced  with  stone  and  coarse 
material  and  crushed  stone  was  used  for  a surface. 

One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty  loads  of 
gravel  were  used  on  other  streets  in  the  center. 

Five  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-five  loads  of 
sub-soil  have  been  drawn  by  the  department  to  sub-fil! 
streets  and  to  the  dump  on  Bank  street. 

Macadam. 

Work  performed  under  general  appropriation  was 
as  follows : 

Pleasant  street  was  macadamized  for  a distance  of 
750  feet. 
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Union  street  was  macadamized  for  a distance  of  850 
feet. 

Railroad  avenue  was  macadamized  for  a distance  of 
100  feet. 

Mill  street  was  macadamized  for  a distance  of  750  feet. 

South  Main  street  was  macadamized  for  a distance  of 
700  feet. 

Hazel  street  was  macadamized  for  a distance  of  700 
feet. 

Carpenter  street  was  macadamized  for  a distance  of 
1,000  feet. 

Capron  street  was  macadamized  for  a distance  of  400 
feet. 

Emory  street  was  macadamized  for  a distance  of  1,000 
feet. 

Forest  street  was  macadamized  for  a distance  of  500 
feet. 

Park  street  was  macadamized  for  a distance  of  650 
feet. 

This  makes  a total  of  7,400  feet  of  roadway  macadam- 
ized during  the  year. 

Bridges,  Fences,  Culverts  and  Catch  Basins. 

Five  new  catch  basins  have  been  built,  namely : 

One  on  Forest  street. 

One  on  Pond  street. 

One  corner  Park  avenue  and  Gardner  street. 

One  corner  Pine  and  East  streets. 

One  corner  West  Carpenter  street. 

One  culvert  on  South  Main  street  has  been  rebuilt. 

We  have  in  town  98  catch  basins,  all  of  which  have 
been  cleaned. 

The  following  is  a list  of  the  bridges  which  have 
been  replanked:  Tiffany  street  bridge,  Union  Road 

bridge  and  Bank  street  bridge. 

Holden  street  bridge  has  been  repaired. 
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The  fence  on  County  street  next  to  R.  Wolfenden  & 
Son’s  property  has  been  rebuilt. 

The  following  streets  were  improved  under  special  ap- 
propriation : 

Olive  Street. 

The  work  on  this  street  has  been  completed  and  a new 
bridge  has  been  placed  across  the  Ten  Mile  river,  which 
crosses  the  street.  The  bridge  was  erected  by  the  Em- 
pire Erecting  Co.  and  is  made  of  steel  eye  beams  and 
turned  arches  with  a concrete  surfaced  roadway  and  a 
granulithic  sidewalk.  One  thousand  one  hundred  and 
thirty-one  loads  of  gravel  were  used  to  complete  this 
street,  and  660  feet  of  gutters  were  paved. 

Garden  street  has  been  brought  to  grade  the  entire 
length  from  Pine  street  to  Park  avenue  and  sidewalks 
built. 

One  hundred  and  eighty-nine  loads  of  gravel  were  used 
on  this  street. 

George  street  has  been  brought  to  grade  and  gravelled 
for  a distance  of  1,450  feet,  or  from  Thacher  Brook  Drain 
to  nearly  200  feet  from  Maple  street. 

Seven  hundred  and  twenty-five  loads  of  gravel  were 
used  on  this  street. 

Four  hundred  and  sixty-seven  loads  of  sub-soil  were  re- 
moved from  the  street. 

A new  24-inch  pipe  has  been  used  for  a drain  in  place 
of  a bridge. 

Emory  street  has  been  brought  to  grade  from  Forest 
street  to  Park  street  and  gravelled  the  entire  length. 

Seventeen  hundred  and  forty-one  loads  of  gravel  were 
used  on  this  street. 

Hope  street  has  been  cut  to  grade  and  gravelled  from 
Holden  street  to  Starkey  avenue.  Eleven  hundred  and 
fifty-one  loads  of  gravel  were  used  on  this  street. 
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Elizabeth  street  has  been  brought  to  grade  and  sur- 
faced with  gravel  from  North  Main  street  to  State  street 
and  sidewalks  were  built  on  both  sides.  Seven  hundred 
and  niney-five  loads  of  gravel  were  used  on  this  street. 

Capron  street  has  been  widened,  making  this  street  40 
feet  wide  for  a distance  of  400  feet,  or  the  entire  length. 
It  has  been  curbed  on  the  north  side  and  inside  curbing 
has  been  placed  on  the  line  of  the  street  next  to  the 
Hanna  property  in  place  of  a bank  wall.  A bank  wall 
was  built  as  a retaining  wall  and  an  iron  fence  placed 
upon  it  on  land  owned  by  A.  Tucker.  The  mason  work 
was  performed  by  John  Eden. 

Hebron  avenue  and  Bourne  avenue  have  been  brought 
to  grade  and  one  sidewalk  was  built  on  the  east  side  of 
each  street.  Eleven  hundred  and  forty  loads  of  gravel 
were  used  on  this  street. 

Hayward  street  has  been  curbed  on  the  south  side  for 
a distance  of  159  feet  and  a sidewalk  built.  The  grade 
of  the  land  belonging  to  J.  L.  Sweet  was  raised  in  order  to 
bring  the  street  to  the  present  grade.  Three  hundred  and 
sixty  loads  of  loam  and  other  material  were  used  in  com- 
pleting this  work. 

Thacher  Brook  Drain  has  been  cleaned  from  Maple 
street  to  Holman  street  and  from  Geo.  A.  Sweeney’s  resi- 
dence to  Forest  street.  The  grade  has  been  lowered  near- 
ly two  feet  and  from  Forest  street  to  the  Railroad 
a new  drain  has  been  constructed,  or  a distance  of  1.00c 
feet.  The  drain  is  four  feet  wide  and  five  feet  deep.  Re- 
taining walls  were  built  from  Forest  street  to  a point  250 
feet  westward  and  covered  with  granite  stone  for  a dis- 
tance of  1 15  feet  on  Falmouth  street  to  allow  for  a side- 
walk. The  average  height  of  the  walls  is  six  feet  3 inches. 
The  average  thickness  of  the  walls  is  two  feet  nine 
inches. 
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A new  bridge  was  built  where  the  drain  crosses  Forest 
street.  The  abuttments  were  made  by  means  of  large 
field  stone  covered  with  an  average  thickness  of  granite 
wall. 

I would  recommend  an  appropriation  for  the  continu- 
ance of  the  drain. 


Ten  Mile  River. 

The  river  has  been  cleaned  from  County  street  to  R. 
Wolfenden  & Sons’  establishment.  There  is  still  a 
chance  for  much  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the 
stream.  Work  was  stopped  on  the  river  earlier  than  was 
anticipated  on  account  of  the  scarcity  of  help. 

West  Division. 

The  work  in  this  section  was  performed  under  the  di- 
rection of  Robert  W.  Sharkey  as  follows : 

North  avenue  has  been  gravelled  for  a distance  of  4,250 
feet  and  sidewalks  gravelled  for  a distance  of  1,030  feet. 

West  street  has  been  gravelled  for  a distance  of  135 
feet. 

North  Main  street  has  been  gravelled  for  a distance  of 
1,140  feet  and  sidewalks  gravelled  for  a distance  of  225 
feet. 

Tiffany  street  has  been  gravelled  for  a distance  of  380 
feet. 

The  streets  in  this  section  are  in  very  good  condition. 

Southwest  Division. 

The  gutters  were  cleaned  and  the  streets  were  scraped 
and  gravelled  in  the  following  manner : 

May  street  was  gravelled  from  Washington  st.  to  the 
North  Attleborough  boundary  line,  a distance  of  1,30° 
feet.  Eighty  yards  of  paving  was  done  at  the  corner  of 
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May  street  and  Newport  avenue  to  form  a gutter;  375 
yards  of  gravel  were  used  on  this  street. 

Highland  avenue  was  repaired  for  a distance  of  1,800 
feet ; 140  yards  of  gravel  were  used  in  completing  the 
work. 

West  Carpenter  street  has  been  cut  to  grade  and  grav- 
elled the  entire  length,  or  from  Pond  street  to  the  Rhode 
Island  boundary  line.  Sidewalks  were  built  on  both 
sides  of  the  street.  Two  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty 
yards  of  gravel  were  used  on  this  street.  In  cutting  this 
street  to  sub-grade  we  were  obliged  to  remove  a large 
amount  of  loam,  which  we  placed  on  the  banks  of  a street 
which  crosses  Carpenter's  pond,  thus  lessening  the  lia- 
bility of  washouts. 

Pond  street  was  improved  for  a distance  of  200  feet. 

Turner  street  was  improved  for  a distance  of  2,100 
feet;  1,160  yards  of  gravel  were  used  on  this  street. 

Newport  avenue  was  repaired  and  depressions  filled 
with  screened  gravel  for  a distance  of  1,500  feet.  The 
sidewalks  were  re-surfaced  with  fine  gravel. 

The  sidewalks  on  Cumberland  avenue  were  re-sur- 
faced with  fine  gravel. 

South  Division. 

Read  street  has  been  gravelled  for  a distance  of  1,600 
feet. 

W est  Attleboro  road  has  been  gravelled  for  a distance 
of  750  feet. 

County  street  has  been  gravelled  for  a distance  of  2,150 
feet. 

Locust  street  has  been  generally  improved. 

Bridge  street  has  been  gravelled  from  Knight  avenue 
to  Read  street. 

Webber  street  has  been  gravelled  for  a distance  of 
250  feet. 
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Two  thousand  five  hundred  feet  of  sidewalks  have 
been  resurfaced  in  Hebronville  and  Dodgeville.  Two 
-thousand  eight  hundred  and  five  loads  of  gravel  were 
used  in  completing  this  work,  and  seven  hundred  and 
forty-one  loads  of  poor  material  were  removed. 

East  Division. 

The  work  in  this  division  consisted  of  gravelling. 

Steere  street  was  gravelled  a distance  of  2,500  feet. 
Four  hundred  and  five  yards  of  gravel  were  used  on 
this  street  and  was  given  free  of  charge  by  Mr.  Brad- 
ford Dorrance. 

Bishop  street  was  gravelled  for  a distance  of  1,620 
feet.  Four  hundred  and  eighty-three  yards  of  gravel 
was  given  free  by  L.  Demers. 

Park  street  was  gravelled  a distance  of  510  feet.  One 
hundred  and  ninety  yards  of  gravel  were  used  to  com- 
plete the  work. 

Other  streets  in  this  division  were  generally  improved. 

Street  Sprinkling. 

Seven  sprinkling  carts  have  been  used  during  the  past 
summer,  covering  a distance  of  24^  miles.  These  vehi- 
cles were  operated  by  the  following  men : William  J. 
Kenney,  W.  C.  Goff,  A.  W.  Parmenter,  T.  E.  Perrin,  R. 
D .Manchester,  F.  I.  Jillson  and  Charles  Fontneau.  Two 
of  the  routes  have  been  extended ; one  from  the  center 
running  as  far  as  Hebronville ; the  other  extending  from 
Park  street  to  Bishop  street. 

Owing  to  the  scarcity  of  water  during  the  month  of 
August  we  were  ordered  by  the  Water  Commissioners 
not  to  use  any  more  street  water  until  further  notice.  Ar- 
rangements were  made  with  Mr.  J.  L.  Sweet  whereby 
water  enough  to  sprinkle  the  principal  streets  in  town 
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could  be  obtained.  Mr.  Sweet  furnished  the  water  free 
of  charge,  an  act  which  was  appreciated  by  all. 


Street  Cleaning. 


The  work  performed  by  this  department  during  the 
year  was  as  follows : The  streets  in  the  centre  are 
cleaned  every  day;  other  principal  streets  are  cleaned 
once  every  week.

Report  of  the  Overseers  of  the 
Poor 


To  the  Citizens  of  Attleborough : 

Another  year  has  come  to  its  close,  and  we  again,  ac- 
cording to  custom,  render  a report  of  our  doings.  The 
Board  was  organized  immediately  after  the  annual  elec- 
tion on  the  same  lines  as  the  previous  year — Joseph  V. 
Curran,  Chairman;  Benjamin  P.  King,  Clerk;  George  M. 
Gustin,  Visitor — and  the  business  of  the  Board  taken  up. 
Harmony  in  the  administration  of  affairs  has  prevailed, 
and  we  find  a steady  gain  in  the  advantage  of  having  a 
fairly  good  system  in  the  office,  whereby  we  are  better 
able  to  follow  out  the  necessary  work.  Our  system  is 
still  imperfect,  but  we  hope  to  gain  still  more  this  year. 
Changes  have  to  come  gradually.  The  town,  at  the  last 
annual  meeting,  gave  us  the  appropriation  asked  for — 
$7,000  general,  $500  for  medical  attendance,  and  a special 
appropriation  of  $500,  with  which  to  do  repairing  and 
painting  at  the  Farm.  We  have  been  considerably  fav- 
ored the  past  year  because  of  the  prosperous  times.  Many 
have  been  able  to  entirely  care  for  themselves,  those  we 
formerly  helped,  and  our  appropriation  has  been  ade- 
quate, and  a surplus  left  unexpended,  the  first  time  in 
many  years.  The  Town  Farm  is  in  much  better  condi- 
tion, so  that  we  are  able  to  realize  the  gains  made.  We 
have  practically  made  it  over  into  a hay-producing  farm, 
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so  that  under  the  direction  of  the  excellent  and  practical 
farmer,  Mr.  Nelson  Hager,  our  Superintendent,  we  have 
seen  the  gradual  change  from  no-hay,  four  years  ago,  to 
the  cutting  and  storing  of  55  tons  in  1907.  Other  mate- 
rial in  the  line  of  fodder  was  also  produced,  which  has 
been  used  in  producing  milk,  which  we  sell  at  the  door. 
The  number  of  paupers  at  the  Town  Farm  January  1, 
1908,  was  6,  total  during  the  year  24,  making  an  average 
of  6 1-3.  We  find  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  the  Farm 
the  past  year  to  be  $817,  which,  if  applied  to  the  cost  of 
maintaining  the  inmates,  as  was  the  former  custom, 
shows  a cost  of  $2.47  per  week  per  inmate.  Ninety-seven 
different  persons  have  been  aided  outside  of  the  Alms- 
house during  the  past  year,  which,  together  with  the  24 
at  the  Almshouse,  makes  a total  of  121.  Several  of  this 
list  (which  accompanies  this  report)  have  been  aided 
but  very  little,  most  of  them  temporary  aid  only,  some  at 
State  Institutions  and  several  that  are  State  charges 
and  many  that  belong  to  other  cities  and  towns,  for 
which  aid  we  get  reimbursement.  Our  financial  state- 
ment will  show 


Appropriations  and  credits  $9,657.03 

Bills  paid  8,847.06 


Unexpended  balance  $809.97 

Credits  from  towns  and  cities  due  us  $350.00 


For  the  year  1906  there  was  an  overdraft  of  $922.25. 

The  cost  of  maintainance  of  the  Town  Farm  for  1906 
was  $1,806.96;  for  1907  it  was  $817,  a gain  of  about 
$1,000  from  that  account. 

If  the  present  policy  can  be  continued,  we  feel  that 
still  further  gains  will  be  made  at  the  Farm.  We  do 
not  feel  justified  in  asking  for  any  less  appropriation 
this  year  because  of  the  1907  showing,  owing  to  the 
business  depression  since  the  late  panic.  With  the 
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prospects  for  1908  we  cannot  guarantee  that  we  shall 
not  have  to  overdraw  over  at  the  figures  named— 
$7,000  general  and  $500  medical  attendance.  Already 
this  first  month  of  the  year  we  begin  to  feel  increased 
demands.  The  good  showing  of  the  past  year  has  no: 
been  accomplished  without  much  hard  work  on  the 
part  of  the  Board.  Our  Visitor  has  done  excellent  work 
and  from  Chairman  down  the  whole  Board  have  united 
their  efforts  for  the  best  interests  of  all.  It  has  been 
our  endeavor  to  see  that  all  deserving  cases  were  cared 
for,  treating  all  alike,  without  regard  as  to  who  they 
may  be.  It  is  no  small  matter  to  weed  out  the  frauds, 
for  such  there  are,  but  we  feel  quite  certain  we  have 
made  a gain  in  that  line.  From  the  experiences  of  1907 
we  feel  that  there  has  developed  a need  for  an  Emer- 
gency Hospital  in  this  town.  Many  times  we  are  at  our 
wits’  ends  to  know  what  to  do  with  cases  that  come  to 
us.  Unless  there  should  arise  in  our  midst  some  public 
citizen  with  means  and  a disposition  to  fill  that  need, 
we  shall  very  likely  have  to  fit  up  a place  at  the  Town 
Farm,  where  proper  treatment  can  be  rendered,  nurses 
supplied,  etc.,  which,  of  course,  will  call  for  additional 
expense.  Now  it  is  either  to  State  Hospital  at  Tewks- 
bury, Morton  Hospital  at  Taunton,  or  Twin  City  Hos- 
pital at  Pawtucket,  R.  I.,  and  our  money  in  those  cases 
goes  out  of  town. 

Please  think  this  matter  over. 

We  are  having  trouble  with  our  heating  plant  at  the 
Almshouse.  It  is  out  of  date,  inadequate  and  is  ex- 
pensive to  run.  It  is  possible  that  some  time  during  the 
present  year  we  may  have  to  renew  the  heater  and 
make  some  changes  that  will  call  for  extra  expense. 
Our  horses  are  fast  going  by.  They  have  been  in  use 
at  the  Farm  15  years  and  have  done  lots  of  hard  work, 
and  will  soon  have  to  be  replaced  with  a new  pair.  This 
change  will  be  an  item  of  expense.  We  shall,  however, 
try  our  best  to  piece  out  these  things  another  year.  But 
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we  deem  it  best,  as  with  all  our  official  affairs  in  con- 
nection with  this  Department,  to  apprise  the  town  of 
the  condition  of  affairs,  for  the  people  we  serve  fur- 
nish the  money  that  pays  these  expenses.  With  the 
special  appropriation  of  $500  we  have  shingied  the  barn 
and  repaired  some  things  in  the  Almshouse,  painted  all 
the  buildings  outside  and  some  places  inside  the  house, 
which  puts  the  buildings  all  in  very  good  condition,  and 
return  to  the  Treasury  $32. 

In  closing,  we  wish  to  refer  to  our  Superintendent 
and  wife,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hager,  who  have  worked  faith- 
fully to  carry  out  our  desires  in  the  management  of 
what  he  calls  the  Town  Home.  He  is  excellent  in  the 
house,  as  a nurse  and  in  the  care  of  the  inmates  and  a 
practical  farmer,  whose  guidance  and  recommendations 
it  is  safe  to  follow,  and  thus  far  success  in  great  meas- 
ure has  followed  our  united  efforts.

Annual  Report  of  the  Board 
of  Health 


To  the  Citizens  of  Attleborough : 

In  presenting  its  annual  report  the  Board  of  Health 
feels  that  much  of  it  will  be  but  a repetition  of  those 
that  have  preceded  it.  But  as  a constant  dropping  will 
wear  away  a stone,  “repetition  of  the  problems  that 
continually  confront  the  Board  may  bring  about 
their  solution.”  The  Board  has  been  under  the  same  or- 
ganization as  that  of  last  year.  About  the  same  number 
of  meetings  have  been  held,  but  more  visits  have  been 
made  as  a Board  to  outstanding  sections  of  the  towh 
than  ever  before.  Twenty-five  nuisances  have  been 
abated  and  over  50  complaints  investigated. 

The  question  of  the  disposal  of  sewerage  becomes 
more  and  more  urgent,  and  where  to  deposit  the  con- 
tents of  cess-pools  in  the  future  is  a source  of  anxiety 
to  the  Board  that  is  hard  to  express. 

Little  trouble  has  arisen  concerning  the  disposal  of 
garbage  during  the  year.  Most  of  the  collectors  have 
been  careful  to  follow  the  by-laws  relating  thereto,  and 
yet  the  plan  is  not  an  ideal  one. 

Some  one  person  should  be  responsible  for  the  whole 
matter. 

A new  by-law  was  enacted  by  the  General  Court  at 
its  last  session  requiring  factories  to  be  equipped  with 
certain  surgical  articles  for  emergencies,  to  be  aproved 
by  the  local  Board  of  Health. 
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The  Board  of  Health  has  adopted  the  following  list 
of  articles  to  be  kept  in  each  and  every  factory,  and  at 
the  same  time  warns  the  proprietors  of  said  factories 
that  there  is  a severe  fine  for  not  keeping  these  articles 
in  a convenient  place  upon  their  premises: 

12  2-inch  gauze  bandages  put  up  in  separate  cartons. 

8 2-inch  cotton  bandages  in  similar  cartons. 

4 packages  absorbent  cotton.  3 packages  surgical 
gauze,  2 packets  aseptic  gauze,  2 3-inch  absorbent  gauze 
bandages,  one  bottle  aromatic  spirits  of  ammonia,  one 
bottle  hydrogen  peroxyde,  one  tourniquet,  2 cans  of  car- 
bolic ointment,  1 embrocation,  2 cans  antiseptic  soap, 
4 cards  safety  pins,  2 packages  court  plaster,  1 pair 
scissors,  1 forcep,  1 bottle  vasaline  and  a book  of  instruc- 
tions, all  to  be  contained  in  a wall  cabinet. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  has  added  the  following 
diseases  to  the  list  which  must  be  reported  to  the  local 
Board  by  both  householders  and  by  physicians : Opthal- 
mia  Neonatorium,  Actinomycosis,  Asiatic  Cholera,  Cere- 
bro  Spinal  Meningitis,  Leprosy,  Malignant  Pustule, 
Tetanus,  Trichinosis,  Tuberculosis,  Varacella,  Whoop- 
ing Cough  and  Yellow  Fever. 

All  the  physicians  in  town  have  been  notified  of  these 
changes  and  the  attention  of  the  citizens  is  at  this  time 
called  to  the  same,  as  the  same  liability  attaches  to  them 
as  to  the  physician.  For  example,  if  a case  of  whoop- 
ing cough  or  measles  or  any  other  of  the  above  diseases 
should  occur  in  a family  where  a physician  is  not  em- 
ployed, it  is  the  duty  of  the  head  of  the  family  to  report 
the  case  to  the  Board  of  Health,  otherwise  they  are  lia- 
ble to  a fine. 

In  our  last  report  your  attention  was  called  to  the  fact 
that  there  was  a death  rate  of  over  fifty  among  children 
under  10  years  of  age,  and  the  theory  was  advanced  that 
it  might  be  due  to  impure  milk.  The  latter  part  of  last 
summer  the  Board  received  a communication  from  the 
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State  Board  of  Health,  stating  that  its  agent  had  made 
an  inspection  of  the  farms  from  which  the  milk  of  Attle- 
boro was  collected  and  that  he  found  some  thirty-seven 
farms  to  be  in  an  unsanitary  condition,  and  that  they 
should  be  attended  to  at  once.  In  some  cases  all  that 
was  required  was  that  there  should  be  a general  cleaning 
up  and  that  the  tie-ups  should  be  whitewashed  and  that 
a separate  milk  room  should  be  provided.  Seven  were 
characterized  as  being  unsually  dirty  places,  and  one  the 
inspector  stated  that  “this  is  about  as  bad  a place  as 
has  been  seen  in  the  inspection  of  7,300  dairies.’’ 

Immediately  on  receiving  the  above  statetment  the 
Board  as  a body  visited  the  eight  worse  places  and  found 
the  conditions  to  be  as  stated.  These  parties  were  given 
two  weeks  to  clean  up  and  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
the  State  Board.  The  remaining  places  were  divided 
among  the  Board  and  visted  and  the  same  instructions 
given.  All  of  these  places  were  visited  at  least  twice 
and  many  of  them  three  times.  Some  of  the  farmers 
took  notice  of  the  warning  and  cleaned  up  their  dairies, 
but  by  far  the  majority  did  little  or  nothing,  but  all 
raised  the  price  of  milk.  The  Board  was  much  disap- 
pointed at  the  result  of  their  labor,  and  asked  the  State 
Board  for  advice  as  to  what  steps  should  be  taken  in  the 
matter.  We  were  referred  to  Dr.  Washburn,  the  In- 
spector of  Health  of  this  District.  He  came  over  and  the 
whole  matter  was  gone  over  with  him,  when  we  found 
we  could  do  nothing  because  the  local  Board  had  no  by- 
laws relating  to  the  manner  in. which  the  dairies  should 
be  kept.  As  a result  the  Board  formulated  a number  of 
laws  relating  to  the  subject  and  they  were  published  in 
the  daily  paper  and  they  are  now  in  effect.  A copy  of  the 
laws  was  sent  to  each  milkman  in  the  town.  These  laws 
were  copied  from  the  laws  of  other  towns  the  size  of 
Attleborough  and  ought  not  to  cause  any  undue  trouble 
for  anyone.  Of  course,  a farmer  who  calls  a cow  clean 
whose  flanks  are  covered  with  manure  that  has  grown 
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on,  will  find  fault,  but  such  a one  ought  not  to  be  allow- 
ed to  sell  milk  in  our  town.  The  Board  intends  to  make 
an  inspection  shortly,  and  any  farmer  who  does  not  live 
up  to  the  requirements  will  be  dealt  with  legally. 

Perhaps  it  is  pertinent  at  this  place  to  state  that 
there  were  over  50  deaths  among  children  under  five 
years  of  age  this  year.  Last  year  it  was  80  under  10 
years. 

The  past  year  has  shown  a very  considerable  advance 
all  over  the  State  in  the  active  interest  of  the  public  and 
of  the  medical  profession  in  regard  to  the  prevention  of 
tuberculosis.  This  is  a subject  that  should  interest 
every  citizen  of  our  town.  The  Boston  Association  for 
the  Relief  and  Control  of  Tuberculosis  has  in  its  pos- 
session an  exhibit  which  has  been  shown  in  many  towns 
of  the  State,  and  which  can  be  obtained,  installed  and 
shown  in  Attleboro  for  one  week  at  a cost  of  about  $100. 
The  Board  of  Health  strongly  recommends  that  this  exhi- 
bit be  shown  here  during  the  year  1908. 

In  1904  the  local  Board  made  it  obligatory  for  physi- 
cians to  report  cases  of  tuberculosis,  Attleboro  being  one 
of  the  first  towns  in  the  State  to  require  such  registra- 
tion. The  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  just  amended 
now  oblige  not  only  physicians,  but  householders  to  re- 
port cases  of  tuberculosis  seen  by  them  to  the  local 
boards  of  health.  The  board  will  be  glad  to  disinfect 
any  rooms  or  dwellings  that  patients  sick  with  tubercu- 
losis have  occupied  if  request  is  made  to  the  secretary, 
and  the  Board  insists  that  after  death  or  removal  of 
cases  of  tuberculosis  the  quarters  occupied  by  the  pa- 
tients be  thoroughly  disinfected  before  they  are  again 
used. 

In  a town  the  size  of  Attleboro,  where  most  of  the 
population  work  indoors,  it  seems  to  the  Board  that 
the  formation  of  an  anti-tuberculosis  society  would  be 
of  great  advantage.  These  societies  are  being  formed  in 
other  towns,  and  much  good  is  being  accomplished. 
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Their  aim  is  to  thoroughly  instruct  the  community  in 
regard  to  the  nature  of  the  disease,  tuberculosis,  to  as- 
sist those  who  are  afflicted  with  the  disease,  and  to 
unite  with  physicians  and  Boards  of  Health  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  the  Great  White  Plague.  We  believe  such 
a society  should  be  formd  soon  in  Attleboro  to  push  for- 
ward the  campaign  of  education  on  preventive  meas- 
ures. 

During  the  year  there  were  193  deaths.  Of  these 
tuberculosis  claimed  20,  an  increase  of  six  over  last  year ; 
pneumonia  12,  cholera  infantum  15,  while  there  were 
55  deaths  under  five  years  of  age,  10  less  than  one-third 
of  the  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes.  Forty-two 
cases  of  contagious  diseases  were  reported  during  the 
year,  4 of  meningitis,  10  of  diphtheria,  6 scarlet  fever, 
4 typhoid  fever,  13  tuberculosis,  3 measles  and  3 vara- 
cella.  As  there  were  20  deaths  from  tuberculosis  and 
only  13  cases  reported,  one  death  from  whooping  cough 
and  two  from  influenza,  of  which  none  were  reported,  it 
would  seem  that  someone  was  at  fault  and  that  some- 
one was  liable  to  a fine. 

Vital  statistics,  to  be  of  any  importance,  should  be 
exact.  Physicians  and  heads  of  families  are  again 
warned  as  to  their  duty  in  this  matter. 

A number  of  complaints  have  been  made  verbally  or 
anonymously  to  the  Board.  No  attention  is  paid  to  the^c 
complaints  under  any  circumstances.  All  complaints 
must  be  made  in  writing,  signed  by  the  complainant.

REPORT  OF  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 

To  the  Citizens  of  Attleborough : 

The  W ater  Commissioners  herewith  submit  their  fif- 
teenth annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1907,  which  contains  a statement  of  the  receipts  and 
expenditures,  together  with  important  information  con- 
cerning the  work  accomplished.  Appended  will  be  found 
the  reports  of  the  Superintendent  and  Registrar,  in 
which  detailed  statistics  are  given. 

It  may  be  well  at  this  time  to  briefly  review  the  work 
accomplished  during  the  past  four  years  in  the  perma- 
nent improvement  of  the  water  works  system.  The  sub- 
ject may  be  profitably  divided  into  the  work  done  at  the 
source  of  supply,  the  work  in  duplication  of  pipe  lines 
between  the  supply  and  the  point  where  the  water  is 
held  in  storage  and  between  this  point  and  the  town  and 
the  work  necessary  to  provide  adequate  storage  of  water 
at  an  elevation  sufficient  for  direct  fire  service. 

The  work  done  at  the  source  of  supply  has  included 
a new  well,  new  boilers  and  steam  piping,  changes  in 
the  cylinders  of  the  Barr  pump  to.  increase  its  capacity 
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and  economy  and  the  enlargement  of  the  Pumping  Sta- 
tion to  hold  the  additional  equipment,  a sewerage  purifi- 
cation plant  to  take  care  of  the  sewage  developed  by  em- 
ployees and  family  of  the  engineer  and  more  recently  the 
preparation  of  the  area  surrounding  the  wells  to  serve 
as  a filter  during  extreme  drought  and  thus  make  certain 
an  adequate  supply  under  all  seasonal  conditions. 

The  work  on  the  main  pipe  lines  has  included  the  lay- 
ing of  the  sixteen  (16)  inch  main  across  country  directly 
from  the  station  to  the  new  stand  pipe  on  Ide’s  Hill,  re- 
inforcing the  sixteen  (16)  inch  main  which  had  previous- 
ly connected  the  Pumping  Station  to  the  town,  and  a 
twenty-four  and  twenty  (24  and  20)  inch  main  from  the 
standpipe  to  the  corner  of  County  and  Dennis  streets, 
reinforcing  the  fourteen  (14)  inch  main  already  in  exis- 
tence in  these  streets.  In  addition  to  these  principal 
lines  a twelve  (12)  inch  pipe  was  laid  through  Dennis 
street  to  Mechanics  street  and  an  eight  (8)  inch  pipe  on 
Mechanics  street  from  Dennis  to  Hodges  street  with  a 
view  to  a betterment  of  the  distribution  system  in  this 
section.  Aside  from  these  main  arteries  considerable 
lengths  of  small  lateral  pipes  have  been  laid  in  connec- 
tion with  the  requirements  of  the  growing  community. 

For  the  provision  of  adequate  storage  a reinforced  con- 
crete standpipe' was  constructed  in  the  summer  of  1905 
on  Ide’s  Hill,  the  structure  being  fifty  (50)  feet  in  dia- 
meter and  one  hundred  and  six  (106)  feet  high  and  hold- 
ing, when  full,  one  million,  five  hundred  thousand 
(1,500,000)  gallons.  When  full  the  surface  of  the  water 
is  at  elevation  352.0,  or  two  hundred  and  twenty-seven 
(227)  feet  above  the  ground  at  the  corner  of  County  and 
Park  streets.  In  connection  with  the  building  of  this 
structure  some  149  acres  of  adjacent  land  were  purchased 
and  a road  was  constructed  from  Thacher  street  to  the 
site  of  the  work. 

Considering  more  particularly  the  work  done  at  the 
source  of  supply,  in  1904  the  consumption  of  water  had 
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increased  to  such  an  extent  that  the  Barr  pump,  even 
when  running  at  only  two-thirds  (2-3)  of  its  normal 
capacity,  would  draw  down  the  water  in  the  old  well  to 
such  a depth  that  there  was  danger  of  uncovering  the 
end  of  the  suction  pipe.  The  reduced  efficiency  of  the 
engine  so  operated  made  it  evident  that  some  steps 
should  be  taken  which  would  make  possible  the  opera- 
tion of  the  pump  at  more  nearly  its  nominal  rate.  The 
solution  adopted  was  the  construction  of  a second  well, 
forty  (40)  feet  in  diameter,  on  the  opposite  side  of  the 
river,  connected  with  the  old  well  by  a conduit  of  spe- 
cial tiling,  which  might  also  serve  to  intercept  the  under- 
ground flow.  This  well  was  begun  in  1904  and  completed 
in  the  spring  of  1905.  The  result  was  that  during  the 
seasons  of  1905  and  1906  the  Barr  pump  was  run  at  its 
nominal  capacity  of  two  million,  five  hundred  thousand 
(2,500,000)  gallons  per  day  without  drawing  down  the 
wells  but  a limited  amount. 

The  results  were  so  satisfactory  that  the  Commission- 
ers were  led  to  believe  that  the  second  well  had  made 
possible  not  only  the  drafting  of  water  at  higher 
rates,  but  had  increased  the  capacity  of  the  supply  to  a 
point  sufficient  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  town  foi 
some  years  to  come. 

That  this  anticipation  will  not  prove  true  under  all 
seasonal  conditions  has  been  demonstrated  in  the  month 
of  August  of  the  past  year,  a result  which  will  be  com 
sidered  in  greater  detail  later  in  this  report. 

The  opportunity  of  operating  the  engine  at  its  nominal 
capacity  at  once  drew  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  order 
to  obtain  the  best  economy  a steam  pressure  of  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  (150)  pounds  was  necessary.  For  such 
pressure  the  old  boilers  were  not  fitted.  In  connection 
with  the  question  of  efficiency  and  increased  steam  pret< 
sure  it  also  became  apparent  that  better  results  could  be 
obtained  by  enlarging  the  diameter  of  the  low  pressure 
cylinder  of  the  Barr  pump.  It  was  accordingly  decided 
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to  install  two  new  boilers,  to  carry  one  hundred  and 
fifty  (150)  pounds  pressure,  to  replace  the  old  steam 
piping  which  had  not  been  installed  for  heavy  pressure 
work,  and  at  the  same  time  to  make  the  change  in  the 
cylinder  of  the  Barr  pump.  The  additional  equipment 
necessitated  an  enlargement  of  the  boiler  house.  That 
these  improvements  were  justified  was  evidenced  by  the 
increased  economy  resulting  from  the  ability  to  operate 
the  pump  at  its  nominal  capacity  and  under  the  most  effi- 
cient conditions.  While  in  1904  two  hundred  and  sixty- 
eight  (268)  gallons  of  water  were  pumped  per  pound  oi 
coal,  in  1905  the  corresponding  figures  are  three  hundred 
and  eighteen  (318)  gallons,  in  1906  three  hundred  and 
sixty-seven  (367)  gallons  and  in  1907  three  hundred  and 
thirty-eight  (338)  gallons,  the  falling  off  in  the  latter 
year  being  due  to  the  operation  of  the  less  economical 
Deane  pump  for  a considerable  length  of  time.  Express- 
ing these  figures  in  another  way  it  appears  that  in  1904 
sixty-four  million  (64,000,000)  foot  pounds  of  work  were 
developed  for  one  hundred  (100)  pounds  of  coal  used 
during  the  actual  time  of  running,  while  in  1905  the  cor- 
responding duty  was  eighty-eight  millions  (88,000,000) 
and  in  1906  one  hundred  and  ten  millions  (110,000,000). 

For  some  years  the  sewage  from  the  engineer’s  house 
has  been  discharged  into  a series  of  cesspools,  periodi- 
cally cleaned  out  at  a considerbale  yearly  cost,  and  con- 
stituting a more  or  less  indirect  menace  to  the  quality  of 
the  supply.  The  Commissioners  had  for  some  time  con- 
templated the  desirability  of  providing  adequate  means 
of  purifying  this  sewage  and  in  doing  this  of  locating  the 
filter  at  a point  reasonably  distant  from  the  wells.  Ac- 
cordingly, in  connection  with  the  improvement  of  the 
pumping  station  this  work  was  carried  out,  the  plant 
including  a small  collecting  basin,  a centrifugal  pump  di- 
rectly connected  to  a water  wheel  driven  by  the  town 
pressure  and  a force  main  leading  to  a small  filter  on  the 
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shore  of  Orr’s  Pond,  where  the  sewage  is  being  purified 
in  accordance  with  the  best  sanitary  practice. 

During  the  month  of  August,  1907,  with  the  Barr  pump 
operating  at  its  nominal  capacity,  the  water  in  the  wells 
began  to  drop  gradually  from  day  to  day  until,  in  the 
latter  part  of  the  month,  it  had  fallen  to  such  a depth  as 
to  give  cause  for  considerable  worriment  in  the  minds  of 
the  Commissioners  of  a possible  shortage  of  supply 
should  the  dry  period  continue.  The  stream  bed  for  a 
considerable  distance  above  the  road  was  absolutely  dry 
and  the  conditions  as  developed  demonstrated  the  fact 
that  the  present  source  is  one,  depending  in  great  part, 
on  the  run-ofif  from  day  to  day  without  any  large  amount 
of  storage  in  the  ground  immediately  surrounding  the 
wells  from  which  the  supply  may  be  drawn  during  the 
periods  when  the  draft  exceeds  the  run-ofif.  For  such 
a demonstration  it  was  necessary  that  extreme  condi- 
tions should  develop  and  these  were  furnished  by  the 
month  of  August,  which,  according  to  the  Sudbury  rain- 
fall and  run-ofif  records,  was  the  dryest  single  month  in 
the  past  thirty-two  years.  In  this  month  by  these  rec- 
ords less  than  twenty  (20)  per  cent,  of  the  amount  flow- 
ing from  the  watershed  in  the  dryest  month  of  an  average 
year  was  recorded.  The  reasonable  conclusion  from  this 
experience  is  that  while  such  conditions  occur  but  at 
long  intervals,  a possible  repetition  makes  it  necessary 
to  provide  means  for  meeting  such  an  emergency  even 
with  the  present  consumption  and  increasingly  so  as  the 
demand  for  water  grows  from  year  to  year.  What  the 
permanent  method  of  meeting  such  emergencies  might 
reasonably  be  was  indicated  by  the  scheme  adopted  dur- 
ing the  last  few  days  of  the  dry  period  already  described. 

Our  first  consideration  was  the  danger  in  pumping  sur- 
face water  from  Orr’s  Pond  directly  into  the  mains.  The 
problem  was  to  increase  the  supply  of  subsoil  water.  Ex 
perience  has  shown  that  whenever  there  was  water  in  the 
stream  above  the  wells  no  serious  shortage  of  ground 
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water  occurred.  The  apparent  remedy  was,  therefore, 
to  pump  the  water  from  Orr’s  Pond  into  the  stream 
above  the  wells,  constructing  a temporary  dam  in  the 
bed  of  the  stream  to  hold  this  water  until  it  had  slowly 
sunk  into  the  ground.  Such  a scheme  was  carried  out, 
the  water  being  lifted  by  a centrifugal  pump  from  the 
screen  well  near  the  station  and  sluiced  into  the  bed  of 
the  stream  and  the  desired  supply  was  obtained  for  about 
a week,  when  a rain  occurred  and  ample  water  was 
available. 

As  to  a permanent  method  of  meeting  such  an  emer- 
gency, thus  demonstrated  to  be  possible  under  extreme 
seasonal  conditions,  reference  may  be  made  to  the  report 
of  our  engineer,  hereto  appended.  In  this  report  it  is 
recommended  that  the  area  surrounding  the  wells  be 
stripped  of  the  loam,  a concrete  dam  be  constructed  in 
:ue  stream  near  Orr’s  Pond  and  a small  centrifugal  pump- 
ing outfit  be  installed  in  the  station  by  which  water  can 
be  drawn  from  Orr’s  Pond  and  lifted  on  the  gravel  area 
surrounding  the  wells.  That  this  plan  is  designed  to 
meet  emergency  conditions  and  is  to  be  operated  only  in- 
termittently and  in  such  a way  as  to  guarantee  adequate 
purification  of  the  water,  is  made  evident  in  the  engin- 
eer’s report  just  referred  to.  The  matter  of  principal  in- 
terest to  the  Commissioners  in  this  report  was  the  ob- 
taining, by  a more  detailed  investigation  than  had  pre- 
viously been  made,  a knowledge  of  the  capacity  of  the 
present  source  under  different  seasonal  conditions  as 
now  developed  and  such  as  might  be  met  by  further  work 
in  the  future.  If  such  shortages  as  were  indicated  pos- 
sible by  the  exeperience  of  the  month  of  August  occur 
only  at  long  intervals  and  can  be  met  by  a reasonable 
expenditure  of  money  and  if,  further,  by  the  construction 
of  additional  storage  basins  on  the  watershed  of  the 
Seven  Mile  River  the  capacity  of  the  supply  to  meet 
periods  of  drought  can  be  increased,  then  it  is  apparent 
that  all  reasonable  improvements  in  the  conservation  of 
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the  quantity  and  the  preservation  of  the  purity  of  the 
water  of  the  present  source  are  justified.  That  such  is 
the  case  is  proved  by  this  report,  to  which  your  atten- 
tion is  called. 

The  Commissioners,  believing  that  similar  conditions 
might  repeat  themselves  next  season,  considered  it  ad- 
visable to  immediately  undertake  the  work  so  recom- 
mended and  in  October,  1907,  let  a contract  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  proposed  filter  and  dam.  Had  this  work 
been  put  off  until  the  spring  of  1908  conditions  for  con- 
struction would  have  been  more  difficult  because  of  in- 
creased water  to  be  handled,  and  it  might  not  have  been 
completed  in  time  for  its  necessary  use.  So  far  as  our 
knowledge  of  the  supply  goes  at  the  present  time  it 
would  appear  that  under  ordinary  conditions,  it  is  ample 
to  meet  the  growing  requirements  of  the  town  for  many 
years  to  come,  but  that  for  short  periods  conditions  may 
arise  during  which  the  run-off  from  the  watershed  and 
storage  immediately  available  at  the  wells  will  not  be 
sufficient  to  meet  the  demand  and  will  require  an  addi- 
tional supply  to  be  obtained  in  some  such  way  as  already 
described. 

The  work  at  the  source  of  supply  has,  therefore,  contrib- 
uted to  additional  assurance  of  an  adequate  quantity  of 
water  of  suitable  quality  and  to  the  operation  of  the 
pumping  plant  with  increased  efficiency. 

The  duplication  of  the  mains  between  the  pumping 
station  and  the  standpipe  provides  a guarantee  against 
accident  by  which  the  entire  supply  might  be  cut  off  and 
also  contributes  to  the  possibility  of  operating  the  pump 
at  its  nominal  capacity  by  reducing  the  friction  to  such 
an  extent  that  while  the  water  is  actually  raised  one  hun- 
dred (100)  feet  higher  than  formerly  was  the  case  with 
the  old  standpipe,  the  head  against  which  the  pumps 
work  is  no  greater  than  was  the  case  before  these  im- 
provements were  undertaken.  In  other  words,  the  re- 
duction in  friction  is  practically  equal  to  the  difference 
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in  height  between  the  old  and  new  standpipes  and  the 
town  has  been  able  to  obtain  the  increased  insurance  re- 
sulting from  the  improved  fire  pressure  without  actual 
cost  in  fuel  consumption.  In  connection  with  the  dupli- 
cation of  the  mains  reference  may  be  made  to  the  acci- 
dent in  the  fourteen  (14)  inch  main  which  occurred  in 
1904  and  which  made  it  necessary  to  take  water  from 
Farmer’s  Pond  at  the  risk  of  some  epidemic  due  to  the 
unsafe  quality  of  this  supply.  With  two  mains  in  service 
it  is  hardly  possible  that  both  will  be  put  out  of  commis- 
sion at  the  same  time  and  a repetition  of  this  necessity 
of  using  unsafe  water  is  not  likely  to  occur. 

The  duplicate  mains  from  the  standpipe  to  the  town 
lessen  the  danger  of  accident  which  might  cut  off  the  en- 
tire supply  and  reduce  the  drop  in  pressure  by  friction 
during  the  fire  draft.  The  latter  fact  was  well  proved 
by  the  fire  test  held  in  1906,  when,  with  sixteen  streams 
throwing  thirty-eight  hundred  (3,800)  gallons  per  min- 
ute, a pressure  of  seventy-five  (75)  pounds  was  main- 
tained at  the  hydrants  and  this  without  the  pumps  run- 
ning during  the  test.  Previous  to  1904  not  more  than 
eight  (8)  streams,  discharging  fifteen  hundred  (1,500) 
gallons  per  minute  with  sixty-five  (65)  pounds  pressure 
at  the  hydrants  could  be  maintained  with  the  Barr  pump 
running  in  excess  of  its  nominal  capacity.  The  duplica- 
tion of  the  mains  has,  therefore,  resulted  in  insuring 
against  accident,  in  economy  in  operation  and  in  better 
fire  service. 

A consideration  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Com- 
missioners during  the  past  four  years  at  once  makes 
evident  the  fact  that  much  the  larger  part  of  the  money 
expended  has  been  for  the  betterment  of  the  fire  service 
in  point  of  reliability  and  economy,  by  duplication  of  the 
different  parts  of  the  plant,  and  in  point  of  better  pressure 
and  larger  capacity  of  the  distribution  system.  Consi- 
dering the  entire  plant  with  the  boilers,  pumps  and  con- 
necting mains  all  in  duplicate  and  a standpipe  with  its 
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base  one  hundred  and  forty  (140)  feet  above  the  level  of 
the  center  of  the  town,  holding  one  million,  five  hun- 
dred thousand  (1,500,000)  gallons  of  water,  with  all 
mains  of  relatively  recent  installation  and  not  liable  to 
accident,  the  Attleboro  plant,  aside  from  the  recognition 
it  has  already  received  from  the  fire  underwriters,  con- 
stitutes a guarantee  of  protection  against  fire  to  the  un- 
insured property  difficult  to  estimate  in  its  acutal  value 
to  the  town  as  a whole. 

Recently,  in  recognition  of  the  work  which  has  been 
carried  out  in  the  improvement  of  the  system,  the  insur- 
ance rate  in  the  commercial  and  business  district  of  the 
town  has  been  reduced  at  least  ten  per  cent,  by  the  un- 
derwriters after  a visit  and  careful  examination  of  the 
plant.  Such  reduction,  however,  in  the  minds  of  the 
Commissioners,  but  poorly  represents  the  return  to  the 
town  in  the  shape  of  increased  protection  of  property 
made  possible  by  the  betterment  in  the  fire  serivce  de- 
scribed in  more  or  less  detail  in  this  report. 

Therefore,  it  is  believed  that  while  the  records  of  opera- 
tion show  that  increased  efficiency  has  resulted  from  the 
changes  undertaken  to  a point  well  justifying  the  expen- 
ditures which  have  been  made,  the  department  should 
be  credited  with  an  increased  return  which,  on  due  con- 
sideration of  the  subject,  every  business  man  and  every 
citizen  holding  property  must  appreciate. 

Today  the  citizens  of  Attleboro  are  in  a position  equi- 
valent to  the  owner  of  a manufacturing  plant  who  has 
equipped  his  works  with  automatic  sprinklers.  As  a re- 
sult he  gets  a reduced  insurance  rate  which  is  equivalent 
to  a statement  that  his  fire  risk  has  been  materially 
lessened  and  in  the  same  way  the  people  of  Attleboro 
should  feel  that  not  only  are  they  entitled  to  a reduced 
rate  of  insurance,  but  the  actual  risk  of  fire  loss  has  been 
greatly  lessened. 

These  facts  just  pointed  out,  namely  that  the  larger 
part  of  the  money  recently  expended  has  been  for  the 
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betterment  of  the  fire  service,  emphasizes  the  position 
which  has  been  taken  by  the  Commissioners  that  the 
town  should  recognize  the  work  of  the  department  in 
this  direction  by  crediting  it  with  a certain  annual 
amount  for  hydrant  rental.  It  may  be  remarked  that 
such  a readjustment  is  practically  one  of  bookkeeping  and 
that  it  makes  little  difference  since  the  money,  in  one  way 
or  another  necessary  for  maintenance,  is  derived  from 
the  citizens.  While  it  is  true,  that  the  money  is  so  ob- 
tained, the  question  at  issue  goes  further  and  involves 
the  consideration  of  whether  citizens  receive  value  from 
the  water  plant  in  proportion  to  their  individual  use  of 
water  or  in  proportion  to  the  value  of  their  property  as 
determined  by  the  capacity  of  the  water  plant  to  prevent 
hre  losses  to  such  property.  The  first  cost  of  any  muni- 
cipal system  is  largely  dependent  on  the  requirements  of 
fire  service  and  not  on  the  domestic  wants  of  the  com- 
munity. Citizens  should,  contribute  in.  the  ratio  of  the 
benefits  individually  received  and  the  assessment  should 
be  levied  in  the  way  which  will  most  fairly  express  these 
benefits.  A payment  by  meter  measurement  is  undoubt- 
dly  an  equitable  measure  of  the  benefit  in  many  cases,  bin 
in  others,  where  little  or  no  water  is  consumed,  valuable 
property  is  protected  and  lower  rates  of  insurance  ob- 
tained without  adequate  return  being  made  to  the  town. 
If  a hydrant  rental  were  credited  to  the  department  by 
the  town  the  amount  so  raised  would  be  obtained  by  gen- 
eral tax  based  on  the  valuation  of  property,  and  thus 
properties  from  which  little  return  is  now  made  the  de- 
partment, but  which  enjoy  fire  protection,  would  be  more 
equitably  assessed.  If  this  recommendation  should  be 
adopted  the  result  would  be  that  a part  of  the  income  re- 
quired by  the  department  would  be  raised  through  gen- 
eral taxation  and  a part  from  the  consumers.  It  would 
not  mean  that  the  income  of  the  department  would  be  in- 
creased, but  merely  that  the  assessment  would  be  redis- 
tributed in  such  a wav  that  consumers  would  not  have 
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to  carry  the  entire  burden  independent  of  property  values 
as  is  now  the  case.  To  whatever  extent  the  department 
were  credited  with  hydrant  rental  the  charges  made  con- 
sumers would  be  correspondingly  reduced. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  three  hundred  and 
eighty-four  (384)  hydrants  in  use.  If  the  works  were 
owned  and  operated  by  a private  company,  and  fire  ser- 
vice equivalent  to  that  now  existing  in  Attleboro  had 
been  developed,  the  rate  per  hydrant  would  not  be  less 
than  sixty  dollars  ($60)  per  year.  Assuming  that  the 
town  should  recognize  the  department  at  the  rate  of 
thirty  dollars  ($30)  per  year  per  hydrant,  together  with 
the  cost  of  water  for  street  sprinkling,  public  buildings, 
street  department  work  and  drinking  fountains  and  the 
amount  to  be  levied  through  the  general  tax  rate  about 
fifteen  thousand  dollars  ($15,000.00),  a portion  of  this 
would  be  used  as  an  additional  contribution  toward  the 
Sinking  Fund  necessary  for  the  retirement  of  the  bonds 
and  the  remainder  credited  to  the  operation  of  the  de- 
partment, with  the  result  that  the  rates  charged  the  con- 
sumers might  be  reduced  to  whatever  extent  would  be 
made  possible  by  the  increased  revenue  from  this  con- 
tribution of  the  town  or,  perhaps,  twelve  thousand  dol- 
lars. 

Approximately  this  would  enable  the  present  water 
rates  to  be  reduced  twenty-five  to  thirty  per  cent.  The 
Commissioners  do  not  intend  to  make  definite  recommen- 
dation of  the  exact  amount  that  the  town  should  credit 
the  department  for  hydrant  service  and  public  water 
used,  and  the  reference  to  actual  figures  is  merely  to  il- 
lustrate more  clearly  the  outcome  of  adopting  the  sug- 
gested recommendation. 

As  to  the  present  condmon  of  the  wdrks,  attention 
should  be  called  to  the  fact  that  the  method  of  construc- 
tion adopted  has  been  such  as  to  reduce  the  element  of 
depreciation  in  recent  work  to  a minimum.  The  con- 
crete standpipe  is  now  in  a most  satisfactory  condition; 
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the  pipe  system  is  entirely  of  cast  iron  pipe  of  recent  in- 
stallation. 

In  thus  reviewing  the  work  done  during  the  past  few 
years  it  has  been  our  object  to  present  this  matter  to  the 
citizens  of  Attleboro  in  such  concise  form  that  they  may 
have  knowledge  of  the  underlying  idea  on  which  the 
Commissioners  have  worked,  namely  that  it  is  the  part  of 
ultimate  economy  to  expend  such  money  as  will  place  the 
system  in  a condition  which  will  render  the  service  most 
reliable  and  economical  in  maintenance  and  such  as  will 
enable  it  to  keep  step  with  the  growing  needs  of  the 
town. 

All  work  which  has  been  done  has  been  undertaken 
with  this  idea  in  mind,  each  phase  of  the  work  leads  to 
the  same  end  and  is  in  agreement  with  the  general  scheme 
which,  from  time  to  time,  Has  been  outlined  to  and  ap- 
proved by  the  town. 

To  show  the  growth  of  the  Water  Department  during 
the  last  ten  years  we  give  the  following  table  for  com- 
parison showing  the  increase  in  the  extension  of  main 
pipe,  the  increase  in  income,  the  decrease  in  cost  to  the 
town,  the  addition  to  the  Sinking  Fund  and  a comparison 
of  the  interest  and  bond  account. 

Recommendations. 

We  recommend  the  consideration  by  the  town  of  the 
suggested  hydrant  rental  basis  of  making  the  Water  De- 
partment an  allowance  for  fire  service  and  public  water. 

If  the  recommendation  does  not  meet  with  approval, 
we  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  be  appropriated 
by  the  town,  together  with  the  receipts  from  the  Depart- 
ment, for  maintenance  and  contribution  to  the  Sinking 
Fund.  We  recommend  the  contribution  of  $8,000.00  to 
the  Sinking  Fund.

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REPORT  OF  F.  A.  BARBOUR 

Boston,  Mass.,  Sept.  15,  19^7. 

To  the  Water  Commissioners  of  the  Town  of  Attle- 
borough, Mass.: 

Gentlemen  : — In  accordance  with  your  instructions  to 
make  an  investigation  of  the  capacity  of  the  source  of  sup- 
ply and  the  best  means  of  conserving  the  available  water 
so  as  to  provide  for  the  growing  demands  of  the  town, 
I beg  to  submit  the  following  report : 

Water  is  obtained  from  two  wells  on  opposite  sides  of 
the  Seven  Mile  River  at  a point  where  the  watershed  of 
the  stream  has  an  area  of  five  and  five-tenths  (5-5)  square 
miles.  The  site  of  the  wells  is  adjacent  to  Orr’s  Pond, 
the  total  watershed  of  which  has  an  area  of  eight  and 
five-hundredths  (8.05)  square  miles.  A plan  showing 
these  watersheds  is  herewith  submitted. 

Until  1904  one  well  had  supplied  the  town,  but  in 
order  to  enable  the  Barr  pump  to  run  more  economically 
at  its  nominal  rating  a second  well,  on  the  opposite  side 
of  the  stream,  was  constructed  and  brought  into  use  in 
the  summer  of  1905. 

In  1906  the  consumption  had  increased  to  six  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  (650,000)  gallons  per  day  in  the  criti- 
cal month  of  September,  which,  though  extremely  dry, 
did  not  evidence  that  this  consumption  was  a severe  test 
on  the  supply  as  then  developed.  The  month  of  August, 
1907,  was  slightly  dryer  than  the  preceding  September 
and  the  consumption  had  in  the  meantime  increased  to 
an  average  of  eight  hundred  and  twenty  thousand  (820.- 
000)  gallons  daily  for  this  month.  As  a result  the  water 
was  gradually  lowered  in  the  wells  until  it  had  fallen 
August  twentieth,  to  a point  suggesting  the  necessity  of 
obtaining  water  elsewhere  should  the  drought  continue. 
It  is  probable  that  the  supply  might  have  lasted  until  the 
rain  of  August  thirty-first,  but  in  anticipation  of  a pos- 
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sible  failure  it  was  considered  necessary  to  make  provi- 
sion for  additional  water  of  suitable  quality.  The  danger 
of  using  Orr’s  Pond  was  recognized  and  provision  made 
for  passing  this  water  through  the  ground  to  the  wells 
by  building  a temporary  wooden  dam  on  the  stream  and 
pumping  the  water  into  the  stream  bed  above  the  wells. 
The  results  were  entirely  satisfactory  and  a sufficient 
supply  obtained  for  the  few  days  remaining  until  a rain 
occurred. 

Accepting  the  Sudbury  records  of  dry  weather  stream 
flow  as  a criterion  of  the  ground  water  obtainable  in  such 
a case  as  Attleboro,  where  the  collecting  galleries  inter- 
sect the  stream  bed  and  no  water  ever  flows  on  the  sur- 
face in  periods  of  drought,  it  appears  that  August,  1907, 
was  the  dryest  month  in  thirty-two  years,  and  may,  from 
present  knowledge,  be  taken  as  an  expression  of  the  most 
extreme  conditions  to  be  met.  On  this  basis  it  follows, 
since  about  eight  hundred  thousand  (800,000)  gallons 
were  used  daily  in  this  month,  that  the  capacity  of  the 
source  as  now  developed  is  somewhat  less  than  eight 
hundred  thousand  (800,000)  gallons  and  may  reasonably 
be  estimated  at  seven  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  (7 50,- 
000)  gallons  per  day.  Of  this  amount  fifty  thousand 
(50,000)  gallons  per  square  mile,  or  a total  of  two  hun- 
dred and  seventy-five  thousand  (275.000)  gallons  per 
day  for  the  five  and  five-tenths  (5-5)  square  miles  of 
watershed  may  be  estimated  as  contributed  by  the 
gathering  ground.  From  an  examination  by  test  wells 
driven  at  varying  distances  from  the  point  of  draft  and 
the  depth  to  which  the  water  was  drawn  down  in  these 
wells  during  the  dry  period,  it  is  estimated  that  the 
ground  storage  surrounding  the  present  supply  may  be 
assumed  to  be  equal  to  six  million  (6,000,000)  gallons  or 
sufficient  to  furnish  two  hundred  thousand  (200,000)  gal- 
lons dailv  for  thirtv  days.  The  remainder  of  the  seven 
hundred  and  fiftv  thousand  f 7 50. 000)  gallons  estimated 
dailv  capacity  of  source,  or  two  hundred  and  seventy- 
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live  thousand  (275,000)  gallons  per  day,  may  apparently 
be  credited  to  infiltration  through  the  ground  from  Orr’s 
Pond.  The  available  supply  is  therefore  made  up  of  the 
natural  run-off  of  ground  water,  the  amount  which 
may  be  drawn  from  storage  during  the  periods  when  this 
run-off  is  less  than  the  daily  draft  and  the  amount  derived 
from  Orr’s  Pond. 

The  watershed  contributing  to  the  present  source  is 
ample,  except  in  periods  of  drought,  to  supply  the  re- 
quirements of  the  town  for  some  time  to  come,  but  the 
available  storage  from  which  the  shortage  or  excess  of 
draft  over  run-off  in  such  periods  is  drawn  in  small  and 
must  be  supplemented  by  some  additional  supply,  as  was 
proved  to  be  the  case  in  August  of  the  past  year.  The 
amount  drawn  from  the  pond  is  presumably  a more  or 
less  constant  quantity  when  the  wells  are  lowered  to 
their  minimum  level. 

As  already  stated  the  month  of  August  illustrated  ex- 
treme conditions.  September,  1906,  was  almost  as  dry, 
but  no  other  month  in  thirty-two  years  of  the  Sudbury 
records  is  recorded  in  which  the  amount  available  would 
not  be  thirty  (30)  per  cent,  greater  than  in  August,  1907. 
On  the  basis  of  the  estimated  ground  storage  and  the 
amount  of  infiltration  from  the  pond,  and  on  the  assump- 
tion that  the  inflow  of  ground  water  would  be  equivalent 
to  the  minimum  surface  flow  as  recorded  on  the  Sud- 
bury, the  capacity  of  the  source  would  not  fall  below  one 
million  (1,000,000)  gallons  in  more  than  nine  months  out 
of  the  thirty-two  years.  Assuming  again  that  the  works 
as  now  constructed  would  intercept  the  entire  flow  during 
the  dry  period  of  an  average  year  the  capacity  of  the 
source  in  such  a year  would  not  be  less  than  one  million, 
five  hundred  thousand  (1,500,000)  gallons. 

The  problem  in  the  further  development  of  the  present 
supply,  therefore,  is  the  obtaining  of  some  means  bv 
which  the  amount  available  may  be  increased  during 
periods  of  minimum  run-off.  This  might  possibly  be 
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done  by  extending'  the  area  of  ground  effected  by  the 
draft,  or  in  other  words,  increasing  the  underground  stor- 
age, by  sinking  additional  wells  at  greater  distances  from 
the  present  point  of  supply.  But  such  investigation  as 
has  been  made  by  test  wells  does  not  indicate 
this  method  to  be  advisable.  Another  means  to  the  same 
end  would  be  the  development  of  storage  basins  at  one 
or  more  points  on  the  watershed,  by  which  some  of  the 
water  now  lost  in  surface  flood  flows  might  be  held  until 
the  dry  period  and  then  let  down  to  replenish  the  ground 
water  and  so  reach  the  wells  . I is  to  be  noted  that  within 
the  circle  of  influence  of  the  present  point  of  drafting  the 
water  the  stream  bed  is  always  dry — the  water  sinking 
out  of  sight  and  flowing  under  the  surface  to  the  wells. 
With  the  source  developed  as  at  present  it  would  there- 
fore appear  that  the  most  economical  method  of  obtaining 
the  necessary  emergency  supplies  is  by  the  addition  of 
surface  storage.  By  such  reservoirs,  the  ordinary  flow 
would  be  more  nearly  equalized,  and  the  extreme 
variation  in  quantity  available  under  different  seasonal 
conditions,  reduced. 

The  study  of  methods  by  which  the  capacity  of  the 
present  supply  may  be  increased  has  therefore  pertained 
largely  to  the  possibility  of  developing  such  reservoirs. 
The  existence  of  Orr’s  Pond  at  once  suggests  this  body 
of  stored  water  as  of  possible  use  to  the  desired  end.  Al- 
ready it  has  served  a similar  purpose  in  the  temporary 
plant  employed  during  the  month  of  August.  It  has  an 
area  of  forty-two  and  seven-tenths  (4 2.7)  acres  at  the 
level  of  the  crest  of  the  dam  and  when  drawn  down 
three  feet  an  area  of  eighteen  (18)  acres.  Between  these 
levels  its  storage  capacity  is  about  thirty  million  (30,000,- 
000)  gallons  and,  with  an  allowance  for  such  water  as 
would  be  drawn  from  the  ground  of  the  surrounding 
shores  of  the  pond,  the  available  storage  may  be  esti- 
mated at  forty  million  (40,000,000)  gallons.  The  use  of 
this  water  necessitates  the  employment  of  pumping  ap- 
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paratus,  while  reservoirs  upstream  would  permit  a gravi- 
ty flow  of  the  stored  water  to  the  wells.  Until  such  time, 
however,  as  the  cost  of  pumping  becomes  more  than  the 
interest  of  the  exependiture  necessary  for  the  develop- 
ment of  additional  storage  basins,  the  use  of  Orr’s  Pond 
is  the  part  of  economy.  An  eighteen  (18)  inch  pipe  al- 
ready leads  from  the  pond  to  a screen-well  near  the  sta- 
tion. If  the  forty  million  (40,000,000)  gallons  of  surface 
water  stored  in  Orr’s  Pond  can,  by  suitable  arrangement, 
be  added  to  the  ground  water  surrounding  the  present 
point  of  draft  the  capacity  of  the  source  will  be  increased 
to  an  amount  not  less  than  one  million,  three  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  (1,350,000)  gallons  under  minimum 
conditions. 

In  the  temporary  plant  recently  used  the  water  was 
pumped  into  the  stream  bed  above  the  wells.  Such  an 
arrangement  would  not  serve  for  any  length  of  time,  as 
the  percolating  area  would  be  too  limited  to  efifect  any 
considerable  degree  of  purification  under  prolonged  use. 
If  a permanent  installation  is  to  be  considered  a larger 
area  should  be  prepared  to  which  the  pond  water  may  be 
applied  in  intermittent  doses  and  allowed  to  slowly  pass 
through  the  gravel  to  the  underlying  water  table.  Such 
an  area  of  about  two  (2)  acres  can  be  obtained  adjacent 
to  the  present  wells  by  stripping  off  the  surface  soil  and 
constructing  a dam  or  embankment  across  the  valley  of 
sufficient  height  to  hold  the  water  to  the  desired  level. 
If  a reservoir  upstream  were  to  be  constructed  in  the  fu- 
ture, the  stored  water  could,  if  necessary,  be  flowed  on 
this  percolating  area  by  gravity.  A plan  is  herewith  pre- 
sented showing  the  proposed  arrangement.  The  scheme 
involves  the  construction  of  a small  concrete  controlling 
dam  in  the  stream,  by  which  the  natural  flow  of  the  river 
can  be  passed  to  Orr’s  Pond  in  times  of  flood  and  proper 
control  of  the  water  level  above  the  dam  at  all  times  made 
possible,  a low  embankment  across  the  valley,  the  strip- 
ping of  the  proposed  percolating  area,  the  paving  of  the 
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stream  banks,  the  laying  of  a pipe  from  the  present 
screen-well  to  a centrifugal  pump  installed  in  the  pump- 
ing station  and  of  a force  main  from  this  pump  to  an  aer- 
ating fountain  in  the  center  of  the  field.  The  underlying 
idea  of  operation  is  the  intermittent  application  of  watei* 
to  this  area  in  doses  such  that  no  head  will  be  created  to 
force  the  water  too  rapidly  through  the  ground,  but 
rather  in  a way  as  to  permit  a slow  percolation  from  the 
surface  to  the  water  table. 

The  estimated  cost  of  developing  the  area  is  six  thou- 
sand dollars  ($6,000.00)  ; of  the  pumping  plant  two  thou- 
sand dollars  ($2,000.00). 

Looking  toward  possible  further  development  of  the 
supply  surveys  have  been  made  in  the  valley  of  the 
stream  a short  distance  above  the  pumping  station.  A 
plan  is  herewith  presented  showing  the  results  obtained. 
The  conditions  are  unusually  favorable  for  the  construc- 
tion of  a storage  basin  at  relatively  small  expense.  By  a 
dam  twenty-five  (25)  feet  high  and  about  two  hundred 
(200)  feet  long  an  effective  storage  of  seventy-five  mil- 
lion (75,000,000)  gallons  can  be  developed.  The  follow 
ing  table  shows  the  area  and  amount  of  water  stored  at 
different  elevations :

From  this  table  it  appears  that  a storage  about  double 
that  found  in  Orr’s  Pond  and  with  little  more  than  half 
the  surface  area  of  this  pond  can  be  obtained. 
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The  estimated  cost,  exclusive  of  land  damages,  but 
including  an  allowance  for  stripping  the  entire  reservoir 
to  a depth  of  one  foot  and  fifteen  per  cent,  for  contingen- 
cies, is  fifty-four  thousand  dollars  ($54,000.00). 

By  the  use  of  this  storage,  in  addition  to  that  found 
in  Orr’s  Pond  the  total  capacity  of  the  present  source  may 
be  increased  to  one  million,  seven  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  (1,750,000)  gallons  per  day. 

While  no  additional  surveys  have  been  made  at  other 
points  in  the  watershed  a sufficient  examination  of  the 
ground  has  been  undertaken  to  prove  the  possibility  of 
further  increasing  the  amount  of  water  held  in  storage 
by  the  construction  of  another  reservoir,  when  it  shall 
become  necessary. 

It  therefore  appears  that  by  reasonable  expenditures 
the  capacity  of  the  present  source  may  be  developed  to 
an  amount  which  well  justifies  the  taking  of  all  possible 
means  for  the  conservation  of  the  supply  and  the  preserv- 
ation of  its  quality.  Experience  has  proved  that  under 
extreme  conditions  the  source,  as  now  developed,  may, 
for  short  periods,  be  incapable  of  meeting  the  present 
consumption.  Some  means  should,  therefore,  be  at  once 
taken  to  meet  these  emergency  conditions. 

The  most  economical  method  available  is  the  pumping 
of  water  from  Orr’s  Pond  and  the  preparation  of  an  area 
sufficient  to  guarantee  the  satisfactory  purification  of  this 
water  before  it  reaches  the  wells.  I therefore  recommend 
the  immediate  preparation  ot  the  area  surrounding  the 
wells  to  serve  this  purpose  in  accordance  with  the  plan 
herewith  submitted.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Water  Commissioners: 

Gentlemen : — I submit  the  following  report  of  the  con- 
dition and  operation  of  the  Water  Department  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1907. 

Extension  of  Mains. 

There  have  been  twenty-one  extensions  of  main  pipe 
laid  during  the  year,  amounting  to  5,209  feet.  Although 
the  mileage  of  pipe  extension  is  less  than  for  any  year 
during  the  last  nine,  yet  with  the  122  new  services  added, 
which  is  larger  than  any  former  year  when  the  mileage 
was  much  more,  each  extension  made  this  year  has  been 
a direct  benefit  to  the  town,  either  by  income  to  the  De- 
partment or  by  taxation  to  the  town.  This  we  consider 
a healthy  growth,  as  all  except  one  have  been  new  build- 
ings and  most  of  them  near  the  centre  of  the  town. 

In  making  these  extensions  there  have  been  only  two 
guarantees  necessary,  as  in  all  other  cases  the  income  de- 
rived would  exceed  the  5 per  cent.,  thereby  giving  the 
department  a profit. 

Some  of  the  most  important  extensions  might  be 
quoted : 

The  Dunham  street  extension  was  made  to  connect  the 
factory  of  the  Sweet  Mfg.  Co.  with  service  and  also 
sprinkling  connections. 

School  street,  extending  the  pipe  from  Hazel  street  to 
the  Speedway,  for  the  benefit  of  the  W.  H.  Wilmarth  Co. 
who  are  large  consumers,  and  thus  giving  them  addi- 
tional fire  protection. 

Tewel  avenue,  the  street  which  leads  from  County 
street,  parallel  with  and  near  Thacher  street,  which  is 
opening  up  a new  plat,  and  the  indications  are  for  rapid 
growth.  It  seems  appropriate  at  this  time  to  inform  the 
public  of  the  conditions  as  they  exist.  The  prospect  of 
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the  Department’s  continuous  growth  is  apparent  from  the 
requests  for  new  extensions  and  the  opening  up  of  new 
land  for  building  purposes.  The  lack  of  tenements  to  ac 
commodate  the  people  who  would  live  here  if  it  were  pos- 
sible, convinces  us  that  there  will  be  a large  number  of 
extensions  asked  for  in  the  future  as  in  the  past,  and  it 
is  absolutely  necessary  to  make  these  extensions  in  order 
to  accommodate  the  people. 

Is  it  not  evident  that  the  growth  of  the  town  in  taxable 
property  is  largely  dependent  on  the  efficiency  and  ser- 
vice of  the  Water  Department? 

The  work  of  the  abolition  of  grade  crossings  was  com- 
pleted this  year,  the  work  extending  over  a period  of  two 
years,  as  it  was  necessary  to  do  the  work  at  such  times 
as  convenient  for  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  & H.  R.  R.  Co.  and  at 
the  same  time  protect  the  supply  of  water  for  domestic 
and  fire  purposes. 


Services. 

Total  number  of  services  in  use  1,961,  including  122 
new  services  this  year.  Eight  old  services  have  been  re- 
placed with  cement  lined  pipe. 

Amount  of  service  pipe  laid  as  follows: 

2,793  feet  from  main  to  service  box. 

4,817  feet  from  service  box  to  cellar. 

1,102  feet  sold  to  plumbers  and  others  for  inside  use. 
Total  service  pipe  laid,  7,610  feet,  or  1.4  miles. 

Hydrants. 

During  the  year  four  new  hydrants  have  been  set,  on 
Dunham  street,  Mulberry  street,  School  street  and  Jewel 
avenue  respectively,  making  a total  of  384.  Two  old  ones 
have  been  replaced.  All  hydrants  have  been  inspected 
and  flushed  during  the  year  and  a complete  list  of  loca- 
tions is  published  in  this  report.

Leaks. 

The  total  number  of  leaks  are  6o.  Of  these  13  are  on 
mains,  13  on  services,  five  of  which  were  caused  by  elec- 
trolysis, 25  on  hydrants,  7 on  gates  and  2 on  stand 
pipes.  The  small  number  of  leaks  show  the  system  to  be 
in  good  condition. 
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Gate  Valves. 

There  have  been  20  new  gates,  38  gate  boxes  set  and 
53  service  boxes  brought  to  grade.

Private  Fire  Connections. 

This  year  there  have  been  three  sprinkling  connections 
added,  making  a total  of  thirty  now  in  use. 

Stand  Pipes  for  Sprinkling  Carts. 

There  have  been  10  added  to  the  system  this  year,  eight 
of  which  were  on  South  Main  street,  extending  to 
Hebronville,  one  on  Wall  street  and  one  on  Park  street, 
making  a total  of  35  now  in  use. 

Pumping  Station. 

The  work  started  in  1906  for  addition  to  Pumping  Sta- 
tion and  the  installing  of  two  new  boilers  referred  to  in 
our  last  report  was  completed  this  year.  The  boilers 
were  put  into  commission  in  June,  also  the  repairs  on 
pump,  as  noted  in  the  Commissioners’  report,  were  com- 
pleted. 
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At  the  present  time  we  have  a complete  duplicate  sys- 
tem, that  is  to  say,  a double  pipe  line,  two  pumps  and  four 
boilers,  that  either  alone  can  take  care  of  the  entire  pump- 
ing should  occasion  require.  The  boilers  are  so  situated, 
being  installed  two  together,  should  accident  happen  to 
one  it  would  be  impossible  to  affect  the  other  pair  to  the 
extent  that  they  would  be  out  of  commission.  The  piping 
from  the  old  boilers  has  been  replaced  with  extra  heavy 
new  pipe  so  as  to  be  ready  at  any  time  should  it  be  re- 
quired. 

While  we  should  be  unable  to  carry  a high  pressure 
of  steam  that  would  be  economical  they  would  be  avail- 
able for  an  indefinite  time  to  furnish  steam  for  the  pump 
and  every  precaution  has  been  taken  to  protect  the  entire 
system  in  this  line. 

Automobile. 

We  believe  that  automobiles  for  municipal  purposes 
are  rapidly  coming  in  favor,  as  a large  number  of  cities 
and  towns  have  adopted  the  use  of  them.  The  one  in  use 
by  this  department  has  proven  very  satisfactory, as  Attle- 
boro is  so  situated  that  the  pipe  line  extends  further  than 
in  most  cities.  From  the  centre  to  the  extreme  end  of 
St.  Jean  Plat  is  eight  miles,  and  to  cover  this  distance 
with  a horse  it  is  necessary  to  consume  half  a day,  but 
with  the  automobile  from  one  to  one  and  one-half  hours 
and  thus  saving  much  time  and  labor,  and  it  is  on  this 
account  we  have  been  able  to  dispose  ot  one  horse  and 
with  the  increased  amount  of  work  it  is  practically  doing 
the  work  of  two  teams. 

I believe  it  is  plain  to  everyone  that  in  case  of  a leak 
or  a break  either  on  mains  or  services  the  repairs  should 
be  made  as  soon  as  possible,  and  by  use  of  the  automobile 
we  can  reach  the  extreme  limit  of  the  system  much  sooner 
than  by  team,  thereby  adding  to  the  efficiency  of  the 
system. 
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Electrolysis. 

. This  year  625  feet  of  6-inch  pipe  on  Emory  street  has 
been  replaced  with  new.  The  chief  trouble  from  electro- 
lysis has  been  confined  to  this  section,  where  the  railroad 
tracks  run  directly  over  the  water  pipes,  which  conditions 
should  not  exist.  Every  service  was  affected  and  the  main 
pipe  badly  pitted,  so  much  so  that  it  was  considered 
worthless. 

With  the  co-operation  of  the  railroad  companies  we 
made  a thorough  investigation  and  survey  and  decided 
through  this  particular  section,  which  is  of  quicksand 
formation,  we  would  lay  our  pipes  outside  from  the  rail- 
road tracks  and  put  in  insulated  joints  made  of  wood. 
This  work  was  done,  the  connection  made  and  the  cur- 
rent completely  cut  off  for  that  distance,  and  the  fact  that 
we  have  had  no  further  trouble  as  yet  assures  us  that  the 
work  was  justifiable.  We  are  still  making  tests  at  dif- 
ferent points  and  believe  eventually  other  insulated 
joints  will  be  installed  in  the  system. 

Appended  will  be  found  tables  showing  a condensed 
statement  of  the  pumping  records  for  the  year  and  copies 
of  the  analysis  made  from  samples  of  water  taken  from 
the  wells.

At  the  close  of  the  year  1907  every  water  bill  is  collect- 
ed, which  makes  a record  of  five  consecutive  years.  This

ATTLEBOROUGH  WATER  WORKS. 

Water  Ordinances. 

Section  i.  Water  Commissioners  shall,  at  their  first 
meeting,  after  the  annual  Town  election,  choose  from 
their  number  a chairman.  Two  members  shall  be  a 
quorum  for  the  exercise  of  the  powers  and  performance 
of  the  duties  of  the  Water  Commissioners.  The  Com- 
missioners may  appoint  and  remove  at  their  discretion 
a clerk,  who  shall  also  be  Water  Registrar,  a superin- 
tendent and  such  employees  or  agents  as  they  may  deem 
necessary,  and  may  prescribe  their  duties.  They  may 
fix  the  salaries  of  such  clerk,  employees  and  agents  sub- 
ject to  the  instructions  and  control  of  the  Town. 

Sec.  2.  The  Water  Board  shall  have  the  exclusive 
and  entire  charge,  superintendence  and  oversight  of  all 
lands,  structures,  works  and  apparatus  designed  and  pro- 
vided for  obtaining  and  supplying  pure  water  for  the 
uses  of  the  Town.  They  shall  have  the  exclusive  control 
and  management  of  the  uses,  repairs  and  extensions  of 
such  work  and  structures,  whether  newly  determined 
upon  or  otherwise. 

Sec.  3.  The  Water  Board  shall  have  control  and 
jurisdiction  over  all  sources  of  supply  possessed  by  the 
Town,  and  all  lands  appurtenant  thereto,  owned  or  law- 
fully controlled  by  the  Town,  and  they  may  exercise  all 
rights  as  to  entry  upon  and  passage  over  private  prem- 
ises which  are  now  or  may  become  vested  in  the  Town, 
belonging  or  relating  to  the  management  of  the  water 
works  and  supply  of  water. 

Sec.  4.  The  Water  Board  shall  use  diligent  care  for 
the  protection  and  security  of  all  sources  of  water  from 
which  a supply  is  obtained,  so  that  the  purity  thereof 
may  not  be  impaired. 

Sec.  5.  The  Wrater  Board  shall,  as  often  as  once  in 
each  calendar  month,  meet  and  examine  all  bills  and 
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claims  incurred  by  them  in  the  prosecution  of  their  duty 
and  all  claims  approved  shall  be  certified  by  them  before 
payment  of  the  same  by  the  Town  Treasurer. 

The  Water  Board  shall  keep  a full  record  of  their 
proceedings,  and  they  shall  at  the  annual  Town  meeting 
make  a report  in  detail  to  the  Town  of  their  official  acts 
and  doings  for  the  year  preceding  with  estimates  of 
expenditures  and  receipts  for  the  year  succeeding,  and 
such  suggestions  and  recommendations  as  may  seem  to 
them  for  the  benefit  of  the  Town. 

Sec.  6.  The  Water  Board  shall  make  all  proper 
arrangements  for  the  sufficient  supply  of  water  for  use 
at  fires,  and  for  furnishing  the  same  in  the  most  efficient 
and  suitable  manner.  They  shall,  in  consultation  with 
the  Selectmen,  arrange  for  such  supply  of  water  as  may 
be  required  for  operating  any  public  fountains,  or 
ornamental  public  water  works,  for  flushing  and 
cleansing  public  sewers  and  drains,  for  sprinkling 
streets,  and  for  any  other  use  clearly  distinct  from  that 
of  ordinary  water  takers. 

Sec.  7.  The  Water  Board  shall  have  exclusive  charge 
of  the  supply  of  water,  may  make  all  the  necessary 
arrangements  therefor,  and  such  rules  and  regulations 
and  rates  as  they  may  deem  to  be  judidcious. 

Sec.  8.  The  following  rules  and  regulations  are 
hereby  established,  and,  together  with  such  rules,  regula- 
tions and  rates  as  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  made  by 
the  Water  Board,  under  the  authority  of  the  preceding 
section,  shall  be  considered  a part  of  the  contract  with 
every  person  who  takes  the  water,  and  the  fact  of  taking 
shall  be  considered  as  expressing  assent  on  the  part  of 
the  taker  to  be  bound  thereby. 

Whenever  any  of  them  is  violated,  although  two  or 
more  parties  may  receive  the  water  through  the  same 
pipe,  the  water  shall  be  cut  off  and  not  let  cn  again 
except  by  order  of  the  Water  Board,  a*'d  on  payment 
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of  one  dollar,  and  in  case  of  such  violation,  any  payment 
for  the  water  by  the  person  committing  such  violation 
shall  be  forfeited. 

Rules  and  Regulations. 

1.  Application  for  the  use  of  water  must  be  made 
in  writing  at  the  office  of  the  Water  Registrar  in  the 
prescribed  form,  and  must  state  fully  and  truly  the  use 
to  which  it  is  to  be  applied. 

No  water  shall  be  supplied  by  takers  to  persons  not 
entitled  to  its  use. 

2.  All  persons  taking  the  water  shall  keep  the  service 
pipes  within  their  premises  in  good  repair  and  protected 
from  frost  at  their  own  expense,  and  they  shall  be  held 
liable  for  all  damages  resulting  from  their  failure  to  do 
so.  They  shall  provide  a stop  and  waste  cock,  to  be 
properly  located  inside  the  building,  and  have  the  pipes 
so  arranged  that  the  water  can  be  drawn  from  them 
whenever  there  is  danger  of  its  freezing. 

3.  They  shall  prevent  all  voluntary  waste  of  water, 
and  shall  not  allow  water  to  run  through  their  fixtures 
to  prevent  freezing,  and  there  shall  be  no  concealment 
of  the  purpose  for  which  the  water  is  used. 

4.  No  alteration  shall  be  made  in  any  of  the  pipes 
or  fixtures  inserted  by  the  Town  except  by  persons 
authorized  by  the  Water  Board,  who  shall  be  allowed 
to  enter  the  premises  to  examine  the  apparatus,  the 
quantity  of  water  used  and  the  manner  of  its  use  and  to 
ascertain  whether  there  is  any  unnecessary  waste. 

5.  The  Town  reserves  to  itself  the  right,  whenever 
the  Water  Board  deems  it  necessary  to  repair  the  works, 
to  shut  off  the  water  in  whole  or  in  part. 

6.  The  Water  Registrar  or  Superintendent,  or  their 
agents  or  assistants  may  enter  the  premises  of  any  water 
taker  to  examine  the  quantity  used  and  the  manner  of 
its  use  and  to  cut  off  the  water  for  non-payment  of  rents 
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or  fines,  or  any  violations  of  these  regulations  or  for  any 
other  necessary  purpose  connected  with  the  discharge  of 
their  duties. 

7.  Owners  shall  be  responsible  for  water  supplied  to 
their  premises.  When  water  is  supplied  to  more  than 
one  taker  through  a single  service,  the  bill  may  be  made 
either  to  the  owner  of  the  estate  or  by  the  direction  of 
the  owner  to  the  tenants ; but  in  case  of  non-payment 
the  water  may  be  shut  ofif,  notwithstanding  one  or  more 
takers  may  have  paid  their  proportion  to  such  owner  or 
the  Town. 

8.  A taker  may  be  required  at  any  time  to  attach  to 
the  service  pipe  of  his  premises  a meter  of  suitable  size, 
when  at  the  discretion  of  the  Water  Board  it  seems  for 
the  interest  of  the  Town.  And  in  all  such  cases  the  rates 
for  the  current  year  shall  be  adjusted  by  the  meter  read- 
ings, even  if  a bill  by  fixture  rates  has  already  been 
settled. 

9.  All  service  pipe  and  stop  cocks  will  be  supplied 
and  put  down  to  the  sidewalk  line  by  the  Town.  All 
work  beyond  the  sidewalk  line  shall  be  done  under  the 
direction  and  approval  of  the  Water  Board  by  the  water 
taker  and  at  his  expense  both  for  labor  and  material. 

10.  In  all  cases  of  non-payment  of  water  rent  in 
thirty  days  after  the  same  is  due,  or  violating  the  above 
rules  the  water  may  be  shut  ofif.  The  sum  of  $1  will  be 
charged  for  letting  it  on. 

it.  After  January  1,  1902,  no  person  or  persons  will 
be  allowed  to  connect  two  -or  more  houses  together 
through  one  service  connection  with  the  main  water  pipe 
unless  by  special  permit  from  the  Water  Board;  and  if 
any  are  so  connected  in  the  future  without  permission 
the  water  may  be  shut  ofif  from-  the  service  in  use  until  a 
new  service  connection  is  made  with  the  connecting 
house. 

On  all  services  where  two  or  more  houses  are  now 
connected  through  one  service  the  owner  shall  not  have 
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the  benefit  of  the  sliding  scale  of  water  rates  until  the 
average  of  each  house  so  connected  amounts  to  the  same 
as  allowed  by  the  same  rates  for  a single  house. 

12.  The  Water  Board  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to 
shut  off  the  water  at  the  street  service  from  the  property 
of  any  person  or  persons  disconnecting  or  taking  out  a 
water  meter  on  their  premises  without  permission,  and 
water  so  turned  off  shall  not  be  let  on  again  until  a 
satisfactory  settlement  for  same  offense  is  made  with 
the  Water  Board. 

13.  All  persons  or  firms  wishing  to  have  private  hy- 
drants or  sprinklers  connected  with  the  town  water 
supply  shall  make  application  to  the  Water  Board  and 
sign  an  application  for  same,  by  which  they  agree  to 
comply  with  the  by-laws  of  the  department,  and  also  file 
a plan  of  piping  for  the  entire  system  and  the  water  will 
not  be  turned  on  until  the  system  is  inspected  by  the 
Board  or  their  representatives. 

The  Water  Board  shall  inspect  the  system  as  often 
as  they  deem  necessary,  and  if  any  repairs  are  necessary 
they  shall  be  made  by  them  at  the  exepense  of  the  owner. 

Alt  outside  piping  connecting  with  the  town  system 
shall  be  laid  by.  the  Water  Department  at  the  expense 
of  the  owner. 

All  valves  and  private  hydrants  shall  be  sealed  by 
the  Water  Department. 

14.  All  persons  or  firms  having  private  fire  connec- 
tions for  sprinklers  and  private  hydrants  on  the  premises 
or  in  buildings  are  forbidden  to  use  the  water  for  any 
purposes  excepting  fires,  and  shall  not  open  any  private 
hydrant  in  or  cut  of  the  building  for  any  other  purposes, 
excepting  fire  unless  by  permission  of  the  Water  Board. 

For  any  violation  of  this  by-law  the  Water  Board  may 
impose  a fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  and  not  more  than 
$20.00. 

If  water  is  used  for  any  other  purposes  than  for  fires 
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the  Water  Beard  shall  estimate  the  estimate  so  used  and 
shall  charge  regular  rates. 

If  the  fine  or  bill  for  water  is  not  paid  when  presented 
the  Water  Board  may  shut  off  the  water  furnished  the 
private  hydrants  or  sprinklers  from  the  town  supply 
until  such  fine  or  bill  for  water  is  paid  and  the  sum  of 
two  dollars  shall  be  charged  for  turning  it  on. 

15.  All  services  shall  be  laid  by  the  Water  Board 
from  the  sidewalk  line  to  the  cellar  at  the  expense  of  the 
owner.  The  Water  Board  may  make  an  estimate  of  the 
cost  of  the  owner’s  part  and  may  demand  a deposit  for 
the  same  before  laying  the  pipe. 

Applicants  wishing  a service  pipe  laid  when  there  is 
frost  in  the  ground  shall  pay  the  extra  expense  caused 
by  the  frost,  on  the  part  laid  by  the  town. 

16.  Applications  for  extensions  of  mains  through 
private  ways  or  grounds  shall  in  no  case  be  granted  un- 
less the  owner  thereof  executes  a proper  instrument 
securing  to  the  town  the  right  of  permanent  occupation, 
free  from  any  acts  of  interference  that  shall  affect  the 
safety  of  the  pipe,  and  securing  to  the  department  free 
right  of  entrance  for  purposes  of  inspection  and  main- 
tenance. 

17.  The  town  pond,  South  Attleboro,  shall  be  open 
for  fishing,  Tuesdays  and  Fridays,  to  residents  of  the 
town  of  Attleborough  only,  upon  application  at  the 
water  office  for  permission.  No  fishing  throug'h  the  ice 
will  be  allowed.  There  shall  be  no  dead  fish  left  around 
the  pond  or  thrown  into  the  water.  No  nuisances  shall  be 
committed  around  the  pond  or  from  boats,  and  every 
care  shall  be  taken  by  persons  fishing  not  to  contaminate 
the  purity  of  the  water.  Persons  having  permits  shall 
show  them  to  any  officer  of  the  town  or  Water  Depart- 
ment when  called  upon  to  do  so.  Anyone  caught  fishing 
without  a permit,  or  in  any  way  violating  this  by-law. 
will  be  refused  permission  to  fish  and  will  be  prosecuted 
to  the  full  extent  of  the  law. 
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Sec.  g.  The  water  rates  and  meter  rents  shall  be 
payable  semi-annually  in  advance  on  the  first  days  of 
January  and  July  of  each  year.  All  charges  for  specific 
supplies  or  supplies  for  fractional  parts  of  the  year  shall 
be  payable  in  advance  and  before  the  water  is  let  on.  In 
all  cases  where  the  consumption  of  water  is  ascertained 
by  m.eters,  any  excess  of  the  minimum  rates  shall  be 
payable  annually,  cjuarterly  or  monthly,  as  may  be  re- 
quired by  the  Water  Board.  Bills  for  the  same  shall  be 
due  when  rendered. 

Sec.  io.  If  any  person  shall  turn  on  or  turn  off  the 
water  in  any  public  water  pipes  or  reservoirs  without  the 
license  of  the  Water  Board  he  shall  be  liable  to  a penalty 
of  not  less  than  $3  nor  more  than  $20  upon  conviction 
thereof  before  a trial  justice  or  court  having  jurisliction 
of  offenses  arising  under  town  by-laws. 


Report  of  the  Inspector  of  Wires 


Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen,  Town  of  Attleborough, 
Mass. : 

Gentlemen : — The  superintendent  of  Wires,  in  sub- 
mitting his  fourth  annual  report,  would  respectfully  call 
the  attention  of  our  townspeople  to  the  fact  that  this  de- 
partment, was  established  for  the  protection  of  their  in- 
terests in  connection  with  the  installation  of  all  electrical 
apparatus  throughout  the  town,  so  that  electrical  work 
of  all  description  would  be  done  in  a first-class  manner, 
also  all  fittings,  apparatus  and  material  furnished  would 
have  a large  factor  of  safety  and  at  the  same  time  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  National  Board  of  Fire  Under- 
writers. The  inspector,  in  discharging  his  duties,  must 
have  the  co-operation  of  the  consumers  of  electricity  in 
order  to  faithfully  discharge  them.  It  has  come  to  my 
attention  in  several  cases,  when  new  work  and  repairs 
have  been  done,. that  the  customer  has  refused  to  allow 
the  contractor  or  electrician  to  do  such  work  as  the  in- 
surance rules  require.  The  past  year  there  has  been 
a request  made  to  the  insurance  companies  for  a reduc- 
tion on  commercial  insurance  rates,  and  one  of  the  rea- 
sons that  the  request  has  not  been  granted  has  been  ex- 
plained to  you  in  our  daily  paper  by  the  committee  ap- 
pointed by  those  interested  for  this  purpose,  was  defec- 
tive wiring  and  appliances.  We  have  had  two  inspec- 
tions made  by  the  New  England  Insurance  Exchange, 
and  on  the  completion  of  the  first  inspection  the  proper- 
ty owners  were  notified  on  their  regular  notices  of  the 
several  defects  on  their  premises  and  made  a request 
to  have  them  attended  to  within  30  days.  At  this  time, 
owing  to  the  amount  of  such  work  to  be  done  in  various 
localities  and  when  skilled  labor  was  at  a premium 
owing  to  the  great  prosperity  throughout  the  country, 
an  additional  30  days  was  granted  to  complete  its  work. 
On  the  second  inspection  made  by  them  it  was  found 
that  not  25  per  cent,  of  the  defects  had  been  remedied, 
in  fact,  apparently  no  attention  had  been  given  the 
notices  as  the  contractors  in  town  had  received  no  re- 
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quests  to  proceed  with  the  work.  This,  of  course,  means 
an  increase  over  and  above  the  present  rates  rather 
than  a reduction.  The  mere  fact  that  an  installation 
was  made  in  1905  and  passed  inspection  at  that  time 
does  not  signify  that  it  will  last  indefinitely,  but  to  the 
contrary,  better  system,  wire  and  apparatus  prevail 
now  than  formally  and,  consequently,  reduces  the  fire 
hazard,  therefore,  insurance  companies  demand  their 
use. 

The  advantages  derived  from  the  use  of  electricity  is 
constantly  bringing  it  into  public  favor,  and  it  is  incum- 
bent on  the  public  to  realize  that  there  are  many  dangers 
arising  from  poor  transmission,  caused  by  bad  connec- 
tions and  faulty  application  to  the  various  appliances. 
It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  work  of  this  nature 
should  not  be  done  by  novices,  but  by  skilled  workmen 
in  the  art.  Persons  having  work  done  by  unskilled  work- 
men not  only  cause  annoyance  to  themselves  but  danger 
to  life  and  property  of  others.  Some  of  the  various  de- 
fects mentioned  in  the  complaints  from  the  New  Eng- 
land Insurance  Exchange  were  loose  connection,  bare 
joints,  wire  not  properly  supported,  pendant  cords  with 
defective  insulation,  cords  hitched  to  steam,  water  and 
wind  pipes.  These  should  not  occur,  as  they  are  within 
sight  of  those  in  charge,  who  should  have  them  attended 
to  in  a proper  manner. 

During  the  year  a vast  amount  of  work  has  been  done 
by  the  several  electrical  companies  in  improving  their 
property  on  the  highways,  and  at  the  present  time  the 
outside  construction  is  in  good  condition. 

The  interior  inspections  for  the  year  have  been  nu- 
merous, owing  to  the  large  amount  of  building  and  ex- 
tensions, and  the  class  of  work  done  by  the  several  con- 
tractors as  a whole  has  been  satisfactory.  The  rules  and 
regulations  governing  the  installing  of  electrical  appara- 
tus in  the  Town  of  Attleboro  will  be  mailed  on  appli- 
cation or  a copy  can  be  obtained  by  applying  at  40  North 
Main  street.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Attleborough: 

We  submit  the  following  report  of  our  doings  as 
School  Committee  of  the  town  of -Attleborough  for  1907. 
We  have  finished  our  labors  for  the  year,  and  trust  that 
this  report  will  be  read  by  every  parent  in  town.  Our 
aim  is  to  make  our  schools  second  to  none  in  the  state, 
so  that  our  boys  and  girls,  when  they  go  out  from  them, 
will  be  as  well  equipped  educationally  with  the  sinews  of 
war  as  the  best,  and  be  able  to  meet  and  battle  with 
competition  successfully. 

During  the  year  the  teachers  have  received  a sub- 
stantial increase  in  salary ; a great  deal  of  long-needed 
repair  work  has  been  done  upon  the  buildings ; a num- 
ber of  rooms  have  been  equipped  with  new  furniture : and 
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new  sanitaries  have  been  installed  at  the  High  School. 
Had  it  not  been  necessary  in  October,  after  all  the  re- 
pair work  contemplated  for  the  year  had  been  finished, 
to  place  new  tubes  in  the  boiler  at  Sanford  street,  which 
had  been  examined  the  middle  of  August  by  the  inspec- 
tor of  the  insurance  company  and  pronounced  in  good 
condition,  we  should  have  been  able  to  keep  within  our 
appropriation.  The  expense  of  retubing  this  boiler,  how- 
ever, together  with  the  increase  in  the  number  of  teach- 
ers caused  by  the  large  increase  in  the  number  of  schol- 
ars in  September,  has  caused  us  to  use  all  of  our  appro- 
priation and  to  overdraw  to  the  amount  of  about  $175, 
instead  of  being  able  to  turn  back  to  the  town  a good 
balance,  as  we  had  planned. 

Buildings. 

Our  buildings  today  are  in  better  condition  than  for  a 
number  of  years  and  with  a few  exceptions  are  equipped 
with  modern  furniture.  A larger  amount  than  usual  has 
been  expended  for  repairs,  made  necessary  by  the  fact 
that  until  within  the  last  year  or  two  the  amount  allowed 
for  repair  work  has  been  insufficient  to  keep  the  build- 
ings and  furniture  in  good  condition,  and  a large  outlay 
was  considered  advisable.  New  floors  have  been  laid  in 
rooms  7,  8 and  1 1 at  Sanford  street ; rooms  1 and  2 at 
Hebronville,  and  rooms  1 and  2 at  South  Attleboro,  in- 
cluding cloak  rooms  and  adjoining  halls  in  each  school. 
New  adjustable  desks  and  chairs  have  been  installed  in 
rooms  1 and  3 at  the  Richardson  school;  rooms  1,  2 and 
3 at  Hebronville,  and  rooms  1,  2 and  3 at  South  Attle- 
boro. Also  the  furniture  in  rooms  7 and  11  at  Sanford 
street,  and  rooms  2 and  4 at  the  Richardson  school  have 
been  refinished,  the  total  outlay  for  school  furniture  be- 
ing about  $1,250.00 

On  account  of  the  crowded  condition  of  some  of  our 
schools  we  need  more  room  at  once  and  we  would  recom- 
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mend  that  the  town  build  and  equip  a new  eight-room 
modern  building  on  the  east  side  of  the  town. 

Your  Committee  was  authorized  at  the  last  annual  town 
meeting  to  prepare  plans  and  specifications  for  an  ele- 
mentary school  building,  and  with  that  idea  in  view  we 
asked,  at  a special  town  meeting  held  in  the  fall,  for  au- 
thority to  purchase  a lot  and  erect  a building  thereon. 
But  financial  conditions  were  such  that  it  was  deem- 
ed best  not  to  do  anything  in  relation  thereto ; and  not 
knowing  the  size  or  surroundings  of  the  lot  which  might 
be  purchased,  your  Committee  did  not  think  it  advisable 
to  go  ahead  with  plans  and  specifications,  as  the  same 
would  depend  largely  upon  the  size  and  the  shape  of  the 
lot. 


Teachers. 

We  believe  that  we  have  an  efficient  corps  of  teachers 
well  equipped  for  the  work,  and  our  aim  is  to  secure  the 
best  that  the  money  at  our  disposal  will  secure.  Al- 
though we  have  increased  our  maximum  salaries  for 
grade  teachers  about  20  per  cent.,  yet  some  of  our  best 
teachers  have  gone  elsewhere,  as  other  towns  and  cities 
have  increased  their  salaries  and  still  lead  us  in  the. 
salary  list. 


Transportation. 

Over  $2,400.00  has  been  expended  in  this  depart- 
ment this  year.  We  have  been  carefully  over  the  ground 
covered,  and  measured  distances.  W e have  used  our  best 
judgement  in  placing  limits  from  which  children  shall 
be  carried,  and  have  tried  to  be  fair  in  solving  this 
knotty  problem,  over  which  a great  deal  of  complaint  is 
made.  We  do  not  furnish  transportation  for  the  pupils 
at  the  High  School,  and  we  still  believe  that  the  town 
should  not  do  so. 
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Telephones. 

Telephones  have  been  installed  in  the  following  school 
houses : High  School,  Richardson,  Dodgeville,  Hebron- 

ville,  South  Attleboro,  Turner  street  and  Briggsville, 
thereby  saving  a large  amount  of  travel  and  assisting  in 
the  handling  of  the  ever  increasing  detail  connected  with 
our  schools. 


Appropriations. 

W e had  hoped  to  get  along  next  year  on  the  same  ap- 
propriation as  this  year,  $69,100,  and  could  probably  have 
done  so  had  not  additional  teachers  been  required  in  Sep- 
tember. But  the  number  of  scholars  increased  so  much 
— there  were  143  more  scholars  when  the  schools  opened 
in  September  than  there  were  when  the  schools  closed  in 
June — that  three  more  teachers  were  required.  After 
carefully  estimating  our  expenses  and  cutting  down  the 
amount  for  incidentals  and  repairs  to  $5,000,  we  find 
that  to  provide  for  the  present  number  of  teachers  we 
shall  be  obliged  to  ask  for  an  increase  of  $1,900,  making 
$71,000;  and  we  would  recommend  that  that  sum,  to- 
gether with  the  Dog  Fund,  be  appropriated.

In  the  spring  of  1907  Mr.  Charles  E.  Bliss,  for  twelve 
years  Chairman  of  the  School  Committee,  refused  to 
become  a candidate  again  for  a position  on  the  school 
board,  and  the  committee,  realizing  the  value  of  the 
services  rendered  by  him,  unanimously  adopted  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  and  caused  the  same  to  be  spread 
upon  the  records  of  the  school  committee. 

Whereas,  Mr.  Charles  E.  Bliss  has  voluntarily  re- 
tired from  the  Attleboro  School  Committee,  of  which  he 
has  been  a member  and  chairman  since  1895  : 

Resolved : That  the  present  members  of  the  commit- 
tee, while  regretting  his  retirement,  fully  appreciate  his 
untiring  interest,  faithful  and  unselfish  service,  keen 
judgment  and  rare  wisdom,  as  evidenced  in  his  success- 
ful conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the  Attleboro  schools. 

His  record  of  twelve  years  of  continuous  service, 
with  only  three  business  meetings  not  attended,  is  un- 
precedented in  the  school  department. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Attleborough: 

I submit  herewith  my  third  annual  report  as  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools,  it  being  the  twenty-fourth  in  the  se- 
ries of  Superintendents'  reports. 

The  work  for  the  year  has  been  continued  along  the 
lines  spoken  of  in  my  previous  reports.  No  important 
changes  have  been  made  during  the  year.  New  outlines 
of  study  in  reading  and  language  have  been  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  teachers  for  trial.  An  amplified  outline  in 
arithmetic  to  supplement  the  one  now  in  use,  is  nearly 
ready  for  distribution.  New  outlines  in  geography  ana 
history  will  be  prepared  as  scon  as  possible.  In  view 
of  the  crowded  conditions  in  many  of  the  schools,  I be- 
lieve the  work  is  being  done  as  thoroughly  as  can  be  ex- 
pected.

These  figures  show  that  since  1901-1902  the  member- 
ship of  the  schools  has  increased — up  to  October  of  this 
year,  the  month  of  the  largest  enrollment — 291  ; and  this 
number  would  be  nearly  a hundred  greater  but  for  the 
fact  that  a parochial  school  was  opened  at  Hebronville 
two  years  ago.  The  Richardson  school  building  was  oc- 
cupied in  April,  1901,  and  although  it  was  intended  to 
have  the  building  large  enough  to  care  for  the  constantly 
growing  number  of  school  children  for  several  years,  yet 
the  building  was  practically  filled  as  soon  as  it  was  ready 
for  occupancy.  In  the  following  fall  it  was  necessary  to 
open  the  room  made  vacant  at  Sanford  Street  by  the 
transfer  of  scholars  to  the  new  school.  Since  that  time, 
the  only  new  building  that  has  been  provided  to  care  for 
the  large  increase  in  numbers,  has  been  a three-room 
building  at  Briggs  Corner  in  place  of  the  small  over- 
crowded two-room  building  then  in  use.  All  of  the  rooms 
of  this  new  building  are  now  occupied,  the  third  room 
being  opened  in  October  of  this  year.  But  the  school  at 
Briggs  Corner  has  gained  only  32  out  of  the  total  of  291 
for  the  town.  The  greater  part  of  this  increase  is  in  the 
center  of  the  town,  and  the  rooms  here  are  becoming 
more  and  more  congested  each  year.  The  average  num- 
ber of  scholars  in  each  room  in  the  center  schools  is  now 
48.  Several  rooms  have  more  than  60  scholars.  One  first 
grade  room  has  64  scholars  with  seats  for  only  60 ; and 
another  first  grade  has  been  crowded  nearly  as  badly.  One 
sixth  grade  room  has  67  scholars,  and  extra  seats  have 
had  to  be  placed  in  a number  of  rooms.  I believe  if 
parents  realized  how  much  it  would  mean  in  the  educa- 
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tion  of  their  children  to  have  the  number  of  scholars  in 
the  grammar  grades  reduced  to  42  to  a room,  and  in  the 
primary  grades  to  25  and  35  to  a room,  they  would  not 
hesitate  to  provide  the  additional  school  rooms  needed. 
The  number  of  scholars  assigned  to  a room  ought  not 
to  depend  upon  the  number  of  seats  that  can  be  crowded 
into  it,  but  only  upon  the  number  that  one  teacher  can 
efficiently  instruct.  When  we  crowd  60  or  65  scholars 
into  a room  we  place  a great  handicap  upon  the  teachers, 
even  although  there  are  two  in  the  room ; for  the  teach- 
ers must  necessarily  spend  a great  deal  of  time  in  the 
management  and  discipline  of  the  room,  that,  with  a less 
number  cf  scholars,  could  be  much  more  profitably  em- 
ployed in  giving  instruction  to  the  class.  Educationally 
and  financially  the  present  system  of  having  assistant 
teachers  in  so  many  rooms — there  are  nine  of  them — is 
wasteful,  and  additional  school  rooms  should  be  pro- 
vided as  soon  as  possible.  As  it  is,  unless  the  number 
of  children  wishing  to  enter  school  in  September  is 
greatly  below  the  average,  it  will  probably  be  necessary 
either  to  place  part  of  the  pupils  on  half  time,  or  to  limit 
the  number  of  children  entering  school  by  raising  the  age 
of  admission  to  six  years. 

More  rooms  are  needed  also  at  the  Turner  Street 
School.  Since  1899  this  school  has  increased  more  than 
225  per  cent.,  as  the  following  figures  show:

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It  will  be  seen  that  this  school  has  increased  in  eight 
years  from  a membership  of  29  to  a membership  of  98,  a 
gain  of  69.  The  room  that  had  only  22  scholars  in  1900, 
at  present  has  57,  and  in  October  had  63.  The  capacity  of 
the  building  has  been  reached,  and  an  addition  to  the 
building  seems  imperative. 

Teachers. 

In  my  report  of  that  year  I spoke  of  the  constantly  in- 
creasing demands  being  made  upon  teachers,  both  in 
education  and  general  culture,  and  urged  that  teachers 
should  receive  a salary  sufficiently  large  to  enable  them 
to  meet  these  demands.  By  a vote  of  the  town  at  the 
annual  meeting  there  was  added  to  the  amount  asked  for 
by  the  Committee  the  sum  of  $2,500,  to  be  used  to  in- 
crease the  teachers’  salaries ; and  that  amount,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  increase  already  contemplated  by  the  Com- 
mittee, permitted  the  maximum  salary  for  grade  teachers 
to  be  raised  from  $500  to  $600.  Nothing  that  the  Com- 
mittee has  done  for  a long  time  will  have  such  a benefi- 
cial effect  upon  the  schools.  AYe  may  have  magnificent 
buildings,  elaborate  equipment,  splendid  decorations, 
and  everything  that  money  can  buy  for  teachers  to  work 
with  and  pupils  to  use,  but  we  cannot  have  good  schools 
without  good  teachers.  “Our  boys  and  girls  cannot  get 
their  education  from  school  furniture,  and  after  all  the 
most  critical  and  important  thing  to  them  is  whether 
their  particular  teacher  is  a person  of  inferior  ability  or 
whether  she  is  a woman  of  marked  brains  and  capacity. 
If  your  child  spends  five  hours  a day  with  an  inferior 
teacher,  the  education  he  gets  is  just  as  surely  an  in- 
ferior article  as  that  a bad  cook  means  a poor  dinner, 
with  the  difference  that  many  of  us  can  stand  a poor  din- 
ner because  we  expect  to  have  other  and  better  dinners, 
but  a child  only  gets  its  education  once.”  The  best  teach- 
er will  not  only  do  her  school  work  well,  but  she  will 
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possess  those  qualities  which  will  secure  for  her  the 
goodwill  and  respect  of  her  pupils,  and  will  enable  her  to 
exert  a strong  and  lasting  influence  for  good  in  their 
lives.  It  is  this  kind  of  teachers  to  whose  care  we  wish 
to  entrust  the  education  of  our  children,  and  the  higher 
we  are  able  to  raise  our  salaries  the  more  of  such  teachers 
shall  we  be  able  to  secure. 

Buildings. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  has  spoken  in  his  re- 
port of  what  has  been  done  during  the  year  to  improve 
the  condition  of  the  school  buildings.  Previous  to  the 
last  two  or  three  years  the  amount  allowed  for  repairs 
was  insufficient  to  keep  the  buildings  and  furniture  in 
good  condition.  During  the  last  three  years,  however, 
the  allowance  for  repairs  has  been  increased  so  that  to- 
day the  buildings  are  in  excellent  condition.  In  that  time 
more  than  half  of  the  buildings  have  been  painted  inside 
and  out,  new  floors  have  been  laid  in  ten  rooms,  includ- 
ing halls  and  coat-rooms,  new  sanitaries  have  been  in- 
stalled in  eight  buildings,  and  new  furniture  has  been 
placed  in  thirteen  rooms,  while  the  furniture  in  four 
other  rooms  has  been  refinished.  The  outlying  schools 
are  at  present  in  better  condition  than  the  largest  school 
in  the  centre  of  the  town,  the  Sanford  Street  School. 
This  school,  being  older  than  the  rest,  has  an  inadequate 
system  of  ventilation,  and  at  times,  of  heating;  poor 
sanitary  arrangements ; and  four  rooms  in  the  grammar 
building  which  need  new  furniture.  Twenty-five  per 
cent,  of  all  the  pupils  in  town  attend  this  school,  and  an 
improvement  in  these  conditions  would  benefit  an  un- 
usually large  number  of  pupils. 

There  is  need  also  at  this  school  of  a suitable  lunch 
room  for  those  pupils  who  are  obliged  to  bring  their  din- 
ners. At  times  there  are  as  many  as  seventy-five  pupils 
who  stay  during  the  noon  intermission,  and  it  is  not  a 
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good  thing  for  the  children,  boys , and  girls  together,  to 
have  the  run  of  the  buildings  for  an  hour,  without  some- 
one to  take  care  of  them.  A room  in  the  basement  of  the 
grammar  building  could  be  equipped  for  a lunch  room, 
and  it  could  be  the  duty  of  some  teacher  to  look  after  the 
pupils  at  noontime.  I am  sur,e  the  parents  of  these  chil- 
dren would  most  heartily  approve  of  this  step. 

Evening  Schools. 

The  evening  schools  were  held  as  usual  at  Bank  street, 
Dodgeville  and  Hebronville,  three  nights  a week,  from 
October  i to  the  close  of  the  fall  term.  At  Dodgeville  and 
Hebronville  there  were  three  classes — illiterates,  primary 
and  grammar.  At  Bank  Street,  in  addition  to  these,  there 
were  classes  in  mechanical  drawing  and  bookkeeping. 
The  class  in  mechanical  drawing  was  held  three  nights 
a week  this  year  instead  of  two  nights  as  has  been  usual, 
and  nearly  twice  as  much  work  was  accomplished  as  in 
previous  years.  The  class  in  bookkeeping  did  nearly  as 
much  as  the  scholars  in  the  High  School  do  in  a year, 
and  they  worked  hard  to  do  it.  No  one  who  visited  the 
schools  while  they  were  in  session,  and  saw  the  neatness 
of  the  scholars,  the  interest  they  showed  in  their  work, 
the  enthusiasm  of  the  teachers  and  their  evident  desire 
to  do  all  they  could  for  their  pupils,  can  doubt  the  im- 
mense amount  of  good  that  the  evening  schools  are  ac- 
complishing.

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Vacation  Schools. 

Vacation,  schools  were  conducted  at  Dodgeville  and 
Hebronville  during  the  summer  along  the  same  lines  as 
last  year.  Sewing  was  the  principal  work  of  the  schools. 
Sand  piles  were  provided  for  the  younger  scholars,  in 
addition  to  the  games  that  were  purchased  last  year.  It 
would  seem  that  some  provision  should  be  made  for 
boys  at  these  vacation  schools,  and  I recommend  that 
some  manual  work,  such  as  basketry,  weaving,  chair 
caning,  or  something  similar  be  attempted  as  an  experi- 
ment if  the  vacation  schools  are  continued  next  sum- 
mer. The  cost  for  both  schools  was  $244.51,  of  which 
$204  was  for  teachers’  salaries.

Industrial  Education. 

No  subject  is  so  prominent  educationally  today  as  in- 
dustrial education.  We  spend  thousands  of  dollars  to 
maintain  schools  that  will  give  a few  boys  and  girls  a 
preparation  for  college,  and  so  start  them,  it  may  be,  to- 
ward a professional  career.  To  the  boy  who  has  to 
leave  school  to  enter  the  shop  or  factory,  we  give  very 
little  in  the  way  of  special  preparation  for  his  work.  It 
is  all  new  to  him  when  he  conies  to  it,  and  what  with 
the  growing  dislike  of  workmen  for  apprentices,  and  the 
disposition  of  employers  to  keep  a young  employee  in 
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the  position  where  he  is  most  profitable,  it  may  be  years 
before  he  is  able  to  learn  more  of  the  business  in  which 
he  is  engaged  than  the  mere  routine  of  one  part  of  it. 
Thus  a boy  who  enters  a shop  at  the  age  of  fourteen  is 
not  fitted  at  the  age  of  eighteen  to  fill  a much  more  re- 
sponsible position  than  when  he  entered  the  shop,  and 
there  has  been  a loss  to  the  boy  of  three  or  four  years 
of  education. 

To  prevent  this  loss,  and  to  give  the  boy  an  under- 
standing in  a general  way  of  the  business  in  which  he  is 
to  engage,  the  advocates  of  industrial  education  urge  the 
establishment  of  industrial  schools.  These  schools  would 
be  open  only  to  pupils  who  had  passed  the  compulsory 
school  age,  and  would  be  organized  according  to  the 
needs  of  the  local  industries.  About  half  of  the  time 
would  be  spent  on  such  grammar  or  high  school  studies 
as  the  pupils  were  prepared  for,  and  the  rest  on  some 
trade  or  industry.  If  towns  can  afford  to  spend  as  much 
money  as  they  do  to  prepare  a few  pupils  for  profession- 
al life,  why,  the  advocates  of  industrial  education  ask, 
cannot  they  afford  to  spend  a like  amount  to  fit  a much 
larger  number  of  pupils  to  take  responsible  positions  in 
industrial  life? 

Manual  Training. 

In  the  first  four  grades  the  work  consists  of  paper  fold- 
ing and  cutting,  and  construction  work  in  connection 
with  drawing;  in  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades  the  girls 
have  sewing  and  the  boys  have  cardboard  construction ; 
and  in  the  seventh  grade  girls  have  sewing  and  the  boys 
sloyd.  The  sewing  so  far  has  been  conducted  by  the 
teachers  of  the  different  grades.  The  work  done  has  been 
very  satisfactory ; but  teachers  change  so  often,  and 
some  are  so  much  better  prepared  to  teach  sewing  than 
others,  that  in  justice  to  all  the  scholars,  and  as  a means 
of  improving  the  work  and  making  it  more  effective,  I 
recommend  that  a teacher  of  sewing  be  employed. 
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In  the  eighth  grade  our  classes  are  so  large  that  we 
have  been  unable  to  provide  vany  suitable  manual  work 
for  the  boys.  The  work  of  the  seventh  grade,  however, 
should  be  extended  to  the  eighth,  as  soon  as  suitable  ac- 
commodations can  be  had.  As  the  making  of  jewelry  is 
practically  the  only  business  in  which  our  pupils  will  en- 
gage after  leaving  school,  the  work  of  the  schools  ought 
so  far  as  possible — consistent  with  the  general  aim  of 
education — to  correlate  with  the  leading  industry  of  the 
town ; and  special  emphasis  should  be  placed  on  those 
subjects  which  are  closely  related  to  the  jewelry  busi- 
ness.

LEWIS  A.  FALES. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF 
THE  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Mr.  \Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  enrollment  of  the  High  School  for  the  fall  term 
just  ended  was  226,  as  compared  with  245  for  the  corre- 
sponding period  last  year.  This  is  a matter  of  grave  con- 
cern to  those  most  interested  and  has  been  carefully  con- 
sidered, as  this  loss  in  membership  marks  the  first  halt 
after  eight  years’  steady  gain. 

The  total  enrollment  of  the  school  for  the  year  ending  in 
June  last  was  249,  of  whom  51  were  graduated,  by  far  the 
largest  class  ever  graduated  from  our  school.  In  Sep- 
tember we  enrolled  an  unusually  promising  freshman 
class  of  80  members.  Thus  we  show  a loss  of  about  50 
between  September,  1906,  and  September,  1907.  About 
30  of  these  dropped  out  during  the  school  year  and  20 
who  were  members  in  June  failed  to  return  in  Septem- 
ber. 

The  question  at  once  arises,  “Why  do  so  many  drop 
out?’’  Change  of  residence  and  ill  health  account  for 
some:  but  in  too  many  cases  the  pupils  leave  because 
they  fall  behind  in  their  studies,  and  get  discouraged 
over  the  prospect  of  taking  five  years  to  earn  the  di- 
ploma. The  reason  for  this  is,  usually,  too  little  home 
study ; and  a consideration  of  this  fact  leads  me  to  the 
one  thing  which  I wish  to  emphasize  in  this  report,  viz., 
the  attitude  of  the  parents  toward  the  school. 

I do  not  wish  to  shirk  any  responsibility  which  prop- 
erly belongs  to  the  High  School  and  its  teachers.  Our 
policies  may  not  always  be  good,  we  probably  make 
many  mistakes : but  those  we  desire  to  correct  and  we 
need  the  advice  and  assistance  of  the  parents.  The  best 
results  in  school  can  be  obtained  only  when  parents  and 
teachers  work  together. 

While  a child  is  in  the  grade  schools,  unless  he  is  very

slow,  nearly  all  of  his  studying  can  be  done  in  school ; 
but  the  plan  of  recitation  work  in  the  High  School  is 
such  that  much  of  the  preparation  of  lessons  must  be 
made  at  home.  To  graduate  in  four  years  a pupil  must 
now  carry  work  amounting  to  at  least  fifteen  credits  a 
year,  which  means  fifteen  recitations  a week.  As  a mat- 
ter of  fact,  pupils  elect  more  than  that,  so  that  at  present 
the  average  is  nineteen.  Each  day  is  divided  into  six 
periods  of  forty-five  minutes  each,  making  a total  oi 
thirty  periods  a week.  It  is  apparent  that  a pupil  who 
recites  during  nineteen  periods  a week  has  but  eleven 
periods  left  in  which  to  prepare  his  lessons.  This  time 
is  wholly  insufficient,  as  one  and  one-half  hours’  study 
are  expected  of  an  average  pupil  on  each  prepared  les- 
son. A little  computation  here  will  show  that  about 
three  hours  of  home  study  each  day  must  be  necessary 
for  the  average  pupil  to  prepare  his  work.  The  slower 
pupils  need  more  time  on  each  study,  but  as  a rule  do  not 
carry  quite  so  much  work.  Those  who  learn  more  quick- 
ly do  not  spend  so  much  time  on  each  study,  but  often 
carry  more  than  the  average  number  . of  points.  There- 
fore, three  hours  a day  may  safely  be  considered  the 
necessary  amount  of  time  for  home  study. 

Now  the  chief  difficulty  which  the  teacher  meets  is 
this  lack  of  home  study,  and  here  is  where  we  would 
like  the  co-operation  of  the  parents.  Some  parents  send 
their  children  to  school  and  seem  to  feel  that  their  duty 
is  done,  that  the  entire  responsibility  rests  on  the  teach- 
ers. This  is  not  quite  the  case  and  never  can  be. 

It  is  easy  for  the  teachers  to  keep  the  pupils  at  their 
work  during  school  hours.  They  are  constantly  urging 
the  pupils  to  their  best  efforts,  trying  to  inspire  them  to 
do  more  work,  and  insisting  that  they  carry  their  books 
home ; but  all  this  is  vain  effort  if  the  pupils  do  not  really 
study  at  home. 

It  seems  to  be  easy  enough  for  some  boys  and  girls  to 
go  out  three  or  four  evenings  a week;  a few  spend  their 
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afternoons  on  the  street;  and,  most  embarrassing  of  all, 
nearly  one-third  of  the  pupils  work  in  stores  or  factories 
during  a considerable  part  of  their  time  out  of  school 
hours,  in  some  cases  twenty-five  or  thirty  hours  a week. 

Where  this  is  necessary  to  increase  the  family  income, 
not  a word  should  be  spoken  against  it.  In  many  other 
cases  it  is  commendable,  no  doubt,  but  when  a boy  who 
is  naturally  slow  or  lazy  in  school  is  either  encouraged 
or  allowed  to  devote  so  much  time  to  outside  work  that 
he  is  constantly  behind  in  his  studies,  a serious  mistake 
is  made.  This  must  in  time,  check  a boy’s  ambition,  he 
may  grow  to  be  satisfied  with  less  than  his  best  effort 
in  whatever  he  undertakes,  while  the  effect  upon  a class 
which  includes  several  such  laggards  is  very  demoraliz- 
ing. 

If  the  High  School  work  is  worth  doing  at  all,  whether 
as  preparation  for  further  study  or  not,  it  should  be  done 
as  well  as  possible.  The  pupil’s  ambition  should  be  to 
graduate  with  credit  to  himself ; he  should  not  be  satis- 
fied to  get  through  with  the  minimum  rank  on  the  mini- 
mum number  of  points.  These  days  of  specialization  in 
all  lines  of  business  activity  teach  us  that  more  and  bet- 
ter work  can  be  done  if  a man  sticks  to  one  thing.  It 
should  be  apparent  that  if  a boy’s  time  and  interest  are 
so  divided,  he  must  slight  something.  Soon  the  inevit- 
able result  follows,  failure  to  pass  in  his  studies,  loss  of 
promotion  or  the  fear  of  it,  and  then  the  parents’  reluc- 
tant consent  to  allow  the  boy  to  leave  school. 

Usually  the  parents  lament  this,  but  who  is  to  blame? 
Parents  say  their  children  have  plenty  of  chance  to 
study  if  they  only  will,  but  they  forget  that  mature  judg- 
ment comes  only  with  years  and  some  children  should 
be  compelled  to  study.  A boy  recently  told  me  that  all 
his  time  is  his  own  and  that  no  one  exercises  any  super- 
vision over  his  daily  program;  after  the  school  hours* he 
studies  or  not  as  he  pleases.  Of  course  such  extreme 
conditions  exist  in  but  few  cases,  and  then,  I am  sure, 
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not  so  much  through  indifference  to  the  child’s  welfare, 
as  through  misunderstanding  of  the  conditions ; but 
these  are  the  cases  we  wish  to  reach,  it  is  the  children  of 
these  parents  whom  we  wish  to  keep  in  school  as  long 
as  possible. 

An  earnest  effort  is  being  made  to  raise  the  standard 
of  scholarship  in  the  High  School,  and  to  this  end  the 
number  of  credits  necessary  for  graduation  has  been 
slightly  increased,  and  some  rules  have  been  devised  to 
serve  as  a spur  to  delinquents ; but  these  will  not  serve 
the  purpose  for  which  they  were  designed  unless  the 
parents  recognize  and  assume  their  own  full  share  of 
responsibility  in  the  education  of  their  children. 

In  closing,  I wish  to  make  grateful  acknowledgment 
to  Mr.  Harvey  E.  Clap  for  his  gift  to  the  school  of  a 
plaster  cast;  to  Mr.  Warren  B.  Luther  for  a pictures 
and  to  the  Class  of  1907  for  Warner’s  “Library  of  the 
World’s  Best  Literature,”  in  thirty  volumes. 

I also  desire  to  thank  you  and  the  members  of  the 
School  Committee  for  your  active  interest  and  assistance 
in  matters  pertaining  to  the  High  School.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR 
OF  MUSIC 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

Dr.  Frank  Damrosh  of  New  York,  the  greatest  au- 
thority on  public  school  singing  in  this  country,  in  an 
address  before  the  Music  Supervisors  of  Massachu- 
setts, said:  “The  subject  of  first  importance  before  the 
teachers  of  music  in  the  schools  of  this  country  today,  is 
to  develop  good  tone  quality  in  all  our  school  singing.” 
That  the  majority  of  our  classes  are  singing  with  a tone 
quality  that  is  at  all  times  pleasant  to  hear,  is  evident 
to  those  who  have  visited  our  schools.  I believe  that 
we  have  solved  the  problem  of  child  voice,  that  we  have 
learned  by  contrast  the  right  kind  of  voice  for  the  pupil 
to  use,  the  voice  no  longer  coarse  and  loud,  but  always 
sweet  and  pure,  soft  or  loud  as  the  sentiment  of  the 
music  requires.  This  voice  is  known  as  the  head  voice, 
the  natural  voice  of  the  child,  and  its  cultivation  is  giv- 
ing to  our  singing  a quality  that  is  having  a refining  and 
enriching  influence  on  the  lives  of  our  pupils. 

Along  with  this  tone  culture,  we  aim  to  give  the  pupil 
such  instruction  in  the  language  of  music  as  will  enable 
him  to  read  vocal  music  at  sight.  This  technical  work 
is  so  graded  that  the  pupil  is  led  throught  the  various 
difficulties,  until  he  is  familiar  with  all  the  problems  of 
music  necessary  to  enable  him  to  “carry  a part”  in 
chorus  or  concert  work.  This  is  not  beyond  the  means 
of  all  save  a gifted  few,  but  is  as  easy  of  attainment  as 
any  subject  in  the  school  curriculum.  It  is  not  a ques^ 
tion  of  special  talent  but  of  proper  instruction.  The  old 
way  of  teaching  the  rudiments  of  music  to  the  exclusion 
of  everything  musical  is  fast  disappearing.  We  endeavor 
now  to  make  all  our  technical  work  lead  to  and  end  in  the 
song. 

With  good  tone  quality  established  and  intelligent 
music  thinking  faithfully  practised,  our  schoois  are  in  a 
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better  condition  than  ever  to  appreciate  and  enjoy  the 
blessing  of  music.  Throughout  the  year  the  work  done 
by  the  primary  and  grammar  grades  has  been  most  com- 
mendable and  shows  faithful  application  on  the  part  of 
the  pupils  and  teachers  alike.  The  music  at  the  High 
School  continues  as  last  year.  The  freshmen  and 
and  sophomore  classes  sing  on  Monday  morning,  and 
the  junior  and  senior  classes  on  Wednesday  morning. 

I am  more  and  more  convinced  of  the  fact  that  if  we 
are  to  cultivate  a love  for  good  music  we  must  hear  and 
study  only  the  best  works.  To  this  end  the  music  for 
study  at  the  High  School  has  been  selected  from  the 
best  composers.  Such  selections  as  the  “Largo”  and 
“Great  Dagon”  by  Handel,  “Lovely  Appear’  and  “Un- 
fold Ye  Portals”  by  Gounod,  “Pilgrim  Chorus”  and  the 
‘March”  from  Tannhauser  by  Wagner,  the  Cantatas 
“The  Wreck  of  the  Hesperus,”  Anderton.  “The  Village 
Blacksmith,”  Noyes,  “The  Building  of  the  Ship,”  Laher, 
“Fair  Ellen,”  Max  Bruch,  and  “Ruth”  by  A.  R.  Gaul,  all 
serve  to  set  a standard  of  taste  that  will  be  felt  more  and 
more  toward  a better  appreciation  and  love  for  good 
music.

JOHN  LAING  GIBB. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR 
OF  DRAWING 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Drawing,  is  taught  in  school  because  of  its  close  rela- 
tion and  definite  value  to  the  life  and  work  of  the  people. 
The  subject  is  treated  not  as  an  end  but  as  a means  to  an 
end,  for  its  educational  value  in  developing  free  expres- 
sion, self  activity  and  spontaneity  on  the  part  of  the 
pupil.  The  image  of  the  thing  children  wish  to  draw  is 
in  their  minds,  and  they  express  if  often  with  amazing 
vigor  and  meaning.  To  little  children,  drawing  is  a lan- 
guage. The  child’s  crude  sketches  are  developed  into 
fairly  creditable  drawings  by  comparing  his  successive 
drawings  with  the  object  itself,  with  pictures,  or  with 
drawings  made  by  his  fellows. 

During  the  first  two  or  three  years  of  school  life,  the 
child’s  greatest  gain  is  from  much  drawing  in  his  own 
way,  with  little  criticism.  He  describes  things  con- 
nected with  heme,  out-of-doors  and  school  life.  Thus  the 
expression  of  drawing  becomes  a habit  before  the  age  of 
self-consciousness  is  reached.  Correctness  of  form  at 
the  beginning  is  of  secondary  importance  to  the  move- 
ment of  the  story. 

Children  after  the  first  three  years  show  some  interest 
in  making  correct  reperesentations  of  objects.  During 
these  years  the  sense  of  direction  and  the  ability  to  judge 
size,  proportion  and  placing,  are  developed. 

In  the  grammar  grades  the  aim  is  to  develop  a more 
accurate  sense  of  proportion,  a relation  of  parts  to  the 
whole,  a more  effective  perspective  representation,  and 
some  appreciation  of  artistic  composition. 

Working  drawing  is  embodied  in  the  constructive 
work  which  is  yearly  finding  a larger  place  in  the 
schools.  In  the  lower  grades,  Indian,  Eskimo,  Dutch, 
and  Puritan  villages,  toy  furniture,  Christmas  gifts,  etc., 
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are  constructed  of  cardboard  and  heavy  paper ; while  in 
the  upper  grades,  gifts  and  objects  tor  home  and  school 
use  are  made  requiring  the  use  of  the  rule  and  compass 
and  a knowledge  of  geometric  terms ; lettering  and  de- 
sign are  applied  to  this  construction  work. 

Manual  training  in  the  form  of  cardboard  construc- 
tion, is  taught  during  the  drawing  period  in  all  the 
grades.  Much  of  educational  value  would  be  derived 
from  woodwork  in  the  upper  grades  if  facilities  could  be 
provided.  Much  of  the  commercial  and  industrial  pros- 
perity of  our  town  depends  upon  an  appreciation  of 
good  handicraft  and  the  ability  to  execute  it,  and  much 
ought  to  be  done  in  drawing  in  that  line. 

The  pupils  in  the  High  School  are  doing  some  of  this 
work,  as  modeling  leather,  sawing  and  cutting  out  de- 
signs in  copper  and  brass  for  paper  knives,  lamp  and 
candle  shades,  etc.  Designs  are  also  engraved  on  cop- 
per, filled  with  enamel  and  fired,  and  pins  soldered  to  the 
back  for  buckles,  brooches,  hat  pins,  etc.  The  pupils  do 
the  work  as  well  as  they  can  with  what  they  have  to  do 
with.  More  could  be  accomplished  if  a few  tools  and 
more  materials  could  be  furnished. 

An  advance  was  made  in  drawing  last  year.  The 
ability  of  pupils  is  not  judged  entirely  from  the  results 
on  paper,  but  from  their  power  to  see  the  truth,  to  think 
for  themselves  and  to  do. 

I appreciate  the  co-operation  of  the  teachers  making 
possible  the  work  accomplished.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR 
OF  WRITING 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Tales,  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

In  accordance  with  your  request  I herewith  submit  my 
first  annual  report  as  supervisor  of  writing. 

The  true  object  of  instruction  in  penmanship  is  to 
train  pupils  so  that  on  leaving  school  they  will  have  a 
practical  handwriting.  Of  the  several  methods  which 
can  be  employed  in  making  script  letters,  the  only  one 
that  has  given  satisfactory  results  is  the  muscular  move- 
ment method.  No  stronger  endorsement  of  this  can  be 
given  than  the  statement  that  all  the  commercial  col- 
leges of  the  country  have  used  and  are  still  using  no 
other  method. 

It  is  a known  fact  that  well  trained  children  at  the  end 
of  the  third  year  in  school  can  produce  lines  of  beauti- 
ful script,  the  letters  so  well  formed  as  to  outclass  in 
many  cases  even  those  of  the  adult.  W ere  these  results 
practical,  there  would  be  no  need  of  further  instruction 
in  this  subject.  But  a few  moments  spent  in  watching 
such  children  while  they  are  slowly  making  these  admir- 
able lines  will  convince  anyone  that  this  result  is  nothing 
more  nor  less  than  drawing,  as  it  is  lacking  in  every 
feature  that  goes  to  make  up  practical  writing  except 
that  of  form.  It  is  not  wrong  for  children  at  the  begin- 
ning to  draw  the  letters  ; for,  as  a matter  of  fact,  it  is 
all  they  can  do,  owing  to  their  immature  minds  and  un- 
developed muscles. 

There  comes  a time,  however,  when  pupils  should 
make  a change  in  their  method,  and,  all  things  con- 
sidered, the  fourth  grade  seems  to  be  the  best  place  to  be- 
gin the  movement  writing.  It  should  be  begun  with 
well  graded  exercises.  The  number  of  these  movement 
exercises  should  be  reduced  to  a minimum.  By  careful 
analvsis  it  has  been  found  that  the  small  letters  aie 
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based  on  three  or  four  fundamental  exercises.  Since 
writing  is  composed  of  nearly  all  small  letters,  with  an 
occasional  capital,  such  exercises  must  be  well  mastered 
before  satisfactory  results  can  reasonably  be  expected. 
The  real  object  of  such  drill  is  to  enable  the  pupil  to 
glide  the  hand  easily  along  the  writing  line  from  left  to 
right  without  “hitching.”  Such  drill  work  is  exceed- 
ingly popular  with  pupils  and  is  not  a waste  of  time ; 
for  I find  that  pupils  can  be  taught  to  do  one-third  more 
written  work  as  a result  of  this  movement  training  in 
the  grammar  grades. 

One  period  per  month  is  now  given  to  instruction  in 
writing  in  the  High  School. 

My  work  here  has  been  very  enjoyable,  and  the  results 
are  quite  satisfactory.  My  sincere  thanks  are  due  to  the 
School  Committee,  and  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
for  cordial  support  and  sympathy,  and  to  the  principals 
and  teachers  who  have  taken  such  an  interest  in,  and 
given  so  much  thought  to  the  work  in  writing.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN 

To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Attleborough: 

During  the  past  year  I have  endeavored  to  visit  each 
school  in  the  town  once  a month.  In  the  case  of  some 
of  the  schools  this  has  not  been  possible,  or  advisable,  as 
it  is  of  more  importance  to  be  able  to  answer  emergency 
calls,  than  to  be  at  the  outlying  schools  when  needed 
near  the  center  of  the  population.  With  a few  excep- 
tions every  scholar  has  been  examined  twice,  and  the 
outlook  is  encouraging  that  the  physical  condition  of  the 
scholars  will  in  a short  time  justify  the  establishment 
of  the  department. 

According  to  the  last  examination  there  are  810  suf- 
fering from  some  physical  defect.  Vermin  still  claims  a 
large  number,  102 — 59  less  than  last  year.  So  much 
stress  has  been  laid  upon  this  matter  that  if  an  exami- 
nation were  to  be  made  at  this  time  not  more  than  50  of 
these  cases  would  be  found.  If  it  were  not  for  the  care- 
lessness of  some  of  the  parents  there  would  be  no  need 
of  having  any  of  this  class  of  diseases.  Hypertrophied 
tonsils  and  adenoids  number  21 1 — 112  less  than  last  year, 
due  to  the  parents  having  these  defects  attended  to.  It 
would  be  a fortunate  thing  if  all  parents  could  be  per- 
suaded of  the  importance  of  attention  to  these  diseases 
as  they  are  extremely  liable  to  be  attended  with  deaf- 
ness, catarrh  and  in  many  cases  with  tuberculosis. 
These  cases  are  almost  always  among  the  backward 
scholars.  This  is  well  illustrated  in  the  High  School, 
where  but  few  of  those  suffering  from  enlarged  tonsils 
attained  to  grade  B. 

Another  class  of  cases  about  which  parents  are  lament- 
ably negligent  is  that  of  dental  cases  or  decayed  teeth. 
There  seems  to  be  a very  prevalent  idea  that  the  first  set 
of  teeth  needs  no  attention  and  that  the  sooner  the  first 
set  of  teeth  is  decayed  and  succeeded  by  the  second  the 
better  it  is  for  the  child.  Nothing  can  be  more  erroneous. 
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The  following  from  Professor  Samuel  Hopkins  is  to 
the  point,  “Children  should  be  required  to  thoroughly 
clean  the  teeth  with  a brush  after  each  meal.”  He  guar- 
antees that  this  practice  will  prevent  the  child  from  many 
a sickness.  “Many  eye  and  ear  troubles  are  due  to 
defective  teeth.  Teeth  not  properly  cared  for  and 
decayed,  are  the  cause  of  cancers  of  the  stomach,  some- 
times. Nearly  all  facial  neuralgias  are  due  to  defective 
teeth.”  The  speaker  quoted  an  eminent  authority  to  the 
effect  that  defective  teeth  cause  more  deterioration  than 
alcohol.  The  children  have  been  frequently  advised  as 
to  this  matter  and  if  the  parents  would  co-operate  there 
would  soon  be  a marked  diminution  in  the  number  of 
these  cases. 

There  were  over  150  cases  of  contagious  diseases  dur- 
ing the  year.  Of  these  mumps  contributed  over  100. 
The  mortality  among  children  of  school  age  was  almost 
nil. 

There  is  still  the  same  lack  of  drinking  facilities  as 
last  year.  In  some  of  the  schools  the  children  furnish 
their  own  cups  and  this  has  been  accomplished  without 
difficulty.  The  same  faulty  habit  of  everyone  using  his 
neighbor’s  pencil  is  in  vogue.  Here  again  I have  per- 
suaded several  of  the  schools  to  furnish  each  pupil  with 
two  pencils  and  the  plan  has  worked  admirably.  In 
some  of  the  schools  each  scholar  furnishes  his  own  cup, 
pencil,  and  towel,  and  it  would  be  a good  plan  to  recom- 
mend the  same  plan  to  all  the  schools,  thus  avoiding  the 
risk  of  infection.  Farmers’  schoolhouse  was  disinfected 
once  during  the  year  and  two  rooms  at  Sanford  street, 
on  account  of  scarlet  fever, diphtheria  and  tuberculosis. 

At  the  examination  made  in  the  spring,  information 
was  obtained  from  the  pupils  in  the  High  School  as  to 
how  they  spend  their  time  when  out  of  school.  Table 
No.  2 will  no  doubt  be  of  interest  to  you  all.  From  it 
we  ascertain  that  the  majority  of  the  pupils  have  plenty 
of  outdoor  exercise;  that  51  out  of  214  study  more  than 
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three  hours  after  school ; that  all  have  more  or  less  work 
to  do  at  home  or  in  the  shop ; and  that  56  out  of  the  214 
do  not  retire  until  after  10  p.  m.,  a condition  which  may 
have  something-  to  do  with  their  being  behind  in  their 
studies.  Another  point  discovered  at  this  time  was  that 
18  went  without  their  breakfast,  but  no  good  reason  for 
so  doing  was  given.  This  is  altogether  wrong  and  is 
sure  to  be  followed  by  ill  effects. 

Our  children  do  not  have  large  enough  playgrounds 
or  the  facilities  for  the  physical  exercise  that  they 
should  have. 

In  closing  I wish  to  thank  the  Committee  for  their 
hearty  co-operation  in  trying  to  elevate  the  physical 
standard  of  the  children  of  our  schools.

Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Public  Library 


Twenty-two  years  ago  from  the  time  the  Attleboro 
Free  Public  Library  Association  was  organized,  and 
twenty  years  since  it  was  adopted  by  the  town  and  made 
one  of  its  departments,  the  library  finds  itself  in  a home 
that  for  beauty  and  convenience  leaves  almost  nothing 
to  be  desired.  The  trustees  congratulate  the  citizens 
of  the  town  upon  the  completion  of  the  building  and  its 
occupancy  by  the  library.  Erected  of  the  most  substan- 
tial material,  admirably  arranged  for  present  service 
and  for  future  needs,  the  building  stands  as  an  exponent 
of  the  civic  pride  and  public  generosity  of  the  citizens 
of  the  present  day.  Should  nothing  befall  the  building, 
the  present  generation  can  fondly  anticipate  its  use  and 
enjoyment  by  the  many  who  will  follow.  Many  of  the 
furnishings  and  adornments  of  the  interior  have  been 
given  by  individuals  and  associations,  the  trustees  mak- 
ing a record  of  these  and  sending  suitable  acknowledg- 
ments. 

The  building  was  opened  to  the  public  for  inspection 
November  9,  and  regularly  opened  for  use  Monday,  No- 
vember 11.  The  trustees  are  pleased  to  state  that  the 
use  of  the  library,  always  phenomenal,  has  increased 
since  the  occupancy  of  the  new  building. 

A complete  report  of  the  work  done  in  the  library  will 
be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Librarian,  appended  to 
this. 
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111  April  the  Librarian,  Miss  Tyrie,  resigned  her  posi- 
sition  by  reason  of  ill  health,  and  the  trustees  were 
forced  reluctantly  to  accept  it.  They  elected  as  her  suc- 
cessor Miss  Eugenia  M.  Henry,  whose  qualifications  for 
the  work  were  admirable,  and  whose  faithfulness  and 
efficiency  have  been  most  gratifying. 

The  usual  financial  reports  are  appended.  That  of  the 
town  appropriation  shows  a balance  of  $314.37  returned 
to  the  Town  Treasurer,  and  the  report  of  the  Building 
Fund  that  $35,355.32  have  been  expended  on  the  build- 
ing during  the  year. 

The  trustees  recommend  that  $6,500.00  be  appropri- 
ated by  the  town  for  the  support  of  the  library  for  the 
year  1908.  The  cost  of  maintaining  the  library  in  the 
new  building  can  only  be  determined  by  experience,  but 
this  sum  seems  adequate  for  the  coming  year.

I have  the  honor  to  present  the  annual  report  of  the 
Attleborough  Public  Library  for  the  year  ending  De- 
cember 31,  1907. 

The  following  report,  outside  of  the  statistics,  covers 
a period  of  five  months  only,  the  present  librarian  hav- 
ing entered  .upon  her  duties  August  1,  1907. 

Few  people  care  to  fead  the  whole  of  a library  report. 
Many  wish  to  refer  to  certain  points  in  it.  The  follow- 
ing report  has  been  arranged  alphabetically  by  subject, 
to  facilitate  such  reference. 

Accessions. 

During  the  year  973  new  volumes  have  been  added  to 
the  library;  869  by  purchase;  42  by  gift;  62  by  binding 
periodicals.  Besides  these,  248  lost  and  worn-out  books 
have  been  replaced  within  the  last  five  months.

Six  book  lists  have  been  printed  in  the  Attleborough 
Sun  and  the  Pawtucket  Times  since  August  1.  Two 
general  lists,  one  of  fiction,  one  on  jewelry,  one  on  his- 
tory and  one  German  list.  These  lists  have  also  been 
reprinted  and  distributed  free  to  readers.  Particular  in- 
terest has  been  manifested  in  the  list  on  jewelry.  Lists 
of  works  on  subjects  in  which  town  clubs  are  interested 
are  looked  up  and  kept  on  file  at  the  delivery  desk  for 
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reference  at  the  time  the  subject  is  under  discussion, 
and  for  reference  at  any  future  date. 

Book-plates. 

The  library  has  not  for  some  years  used  a book-plate. 
At  present  there  are  two  new  forms  being  considered. 
One  is  to  be  used  in  books  bought  by  money  from  the 
regular  appropriation.  The  other  is  to  mark  books  pur- 
chased by  the  Richardson  School  Fund. 

Books,  Care  of. 

Open  access  to  all  books  in  the  library  is  a source  of 
much  satisfaction  to  all  borrowers.  The  loss  of  books 
from  the  open  shelf  system  is  comparatively  small.  The 
average  loss  per  year  for  n years  is  7 from  the  chil- 
dren’s department,  14  from  the  adult. 

Books  Lent. 

The  library  was  open  for  circulation  286  days  in  1907.

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That  the  circulation  for  this  year  falls  3,154  below  that 
of  last  year  is  doubtless  due  to  the  fact  that  the  library 
was  closed  three  weeks,  when  the  moving  took  place 
from  the  old  to  the  new  building. 

A new  rule  has  been  made,  whereby  each  borrower 
may  take  two  books  of  fiction,,  two  of  non-fiction,  on 
one  card  at  the  same  time.  Teachers  may  take  10 
books  for  school  use,  such  books  to  be  kept  one  month. 

Catalogue  Department. 

The  Cutter  number  for  fiction  has  been  abandoned  as 
of  no  special  value.  A saving  in  the  labor  of  assigning 
correct  numbers  and  labelling  novels  has  thus  been 
effected. 

All  books  purchased  from  August  1,  1907,  on,  will  be 
catalogued  in  conformity  with  rules  governing  a dic- 
tionary catalogue.  The  books  previously  catalogued  in 
classed  catalogue  form  will,  as  time  and  assistance  per- 
mit, be  changed  to  conform  with  the  system  already 
mentioned.  This  change  is  made  because  it  has  been 
found  that  the  dictionary  catalogue  is  better  adapted  to 
popular  use. 

The  use  of  Library  of  Congress  cards  has  been 
adopted.  Already  it  has  been  demonstrated  that  this 
new  help  in  cataloguing  books  is  a saving  in  time  and 
in  money. 

Discarded  Books. 

When  the  change  was  made  from  the  old  library  to  the 
new,  many  books  were  found  to  be  in  too  bad  condition 
to  be  put  back  on  the  shelves.  These  were  sent  to  a 
small  library  in  charge  of  Dr.  Burt,  at  Westport  Mills, 
Mass.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  and 
allow  the  layout  of  Phillips  street  from  Hebronville  to  the 
land  formerly  owned  by  Ernest  Jacobs,  as  a Town  way, 
as  made  by  the  Selectmen  and  make  an  appropriation 
therefor,  agreeable  to  a petition. 

Art.  45.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  and  allow  the 
layout  of  Oak  street  from  the  railroad  track,  running 
westerly  to  the  land  of  C.  M.  Robbins,  as  a Town  way,  as 
made  by  the  Selectmen,  and  make,  an  appropriation 
therefor,  agreeable  to  a petition. 

Art.  46.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  and  allow  the 
layout  of  Pond  street,  between  the  end  of  the  present 
layout  and  Leedham  street  as  a town  way,  as  made  by 
the  Selectmen,  and  make  an  appropriation  therefor, 
agreeable  to  a petition.

Art.  47.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  aceept  and  allow  the 
layout  of  County  street,  from  Thacher  to  Tiffany  street, 
as  a Town  way,  as  made  by  the  Selectmen,  agreeable  to 
a petition,  and  make  an  appropriation  therefor. 

Art.  48.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  and  allow  the 
layout  of  Jackson  street  from  Fourth  to  Dennis  street,  as 
a Town  way,  as  made  by  the  Selectmen,  agreeable  to  a 
petition,  and  make  an  appropriation  therefor.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  instruct  the  Water 
Commissioners  in  regards  to  furnishing  water  to  the 
Town  of  Seekonk  or  residents  of  same  town  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto. 

Art.  68.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  not  to  oppose 
the  obtaining  by  the  Town  of  North  Attleborough  of  the 
legislative  right  to  take  the  required  land  necessary  for 
sewerage  disposal. 

Art.  69.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  a 
steam  roller,  and  make  an  appropriation  therefor,  or  do 
anything  in  relation  thereto. 

Art.  70.  To  see  what  debts  the  town  will  vote  to  incur 
under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  27  of  the  Revised  Laws.

Report  of  Finance  Commission 


Citizens  of  Attleborough : 

Your  Finance  Commission,  elected  at  the  town  meet- 
ing held  Nov.  15,  1907,  respectfully  submit  the  following 
report : 

We  have  held  eight  public  hearings  of  the  commission 
and  have  attended  three  public  hearings  held  by  the 
Selectmen.  The  commission  wish  to  thank  the  Town 
Treasurer,  the  officers  of  the  various  boards  and  the  citi- 
zens who  have  attended  our  hearings  for  the  complete 
information  given  us. 

We  agree  with  the  Selectmen  th^it  it  is  desirable,  at 
this  time,  to  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  of  in- 
augurating a system  of  rigid  economy  in  the  expenditure 
of  the  town’s  money. 

In  the  examination  of  the  affairs  of  the  different  de- 
partments we  have  found  some  points  of  weakness,  to 
remedy  which  we  have  drawn  up  recommendations  and 
suggested  amendments  to  the  town’s  by-laws  which  we 
hope  will  prevent  any  further  expenditure  of  the  town’s 
funds  without  first  obtaining  the  town’s  consent.  These 
recommendations  and  proposed  amendments  to  the  town 
by-laws  will  be  found  appended  to  this  report. 

The  members  of  the  commission  have  taken  great  in- 
terest in  the  matters  presented,  and  every  meeting  of  the 
commission  has  been  fully  attended  and  the  recom- 
mendations unanimous.  Politics  have  been  entirely 
divorced  and  the  matters  considered  from  a purely  busi- 
ness standpoint. 
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In  the  matter  of  the  general  appropriations  for  the  sup- 
port of  highways  and  bridges,  schools,  etc.,  the  commis- 
sion have  deemed  it  unwise  to  make  many  changes  from 
the  recommendations  of  the  selectmen,  finding  that  their 
recommendations  are  warranted  by  the  legitimate  de- 
mands of  the  various  departments. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  the  following  appropri- 

ations for  the  selectmen’s  departments : 

Current  and  incidental  expenses  (with 

receipts)  $12,000.00 

Highways  and  bridges  (with  receipts) 14,000.00 

Curbing  sidewalks  under  Betterment  Act.  . . . 2,000.00 

Building  new  concrete  sidewalks 2,500.00 

Street  lighting  13,800.00 

Police  department  (with  court  fines  addi- 
tional)   4,500.00 

Watering  public  streets 4,000.00 

Soldiers’  Relief  3,300.00 

Observance’ of  Memorial  Day 300.00 

Rent  of  G.  A.  R.  hall 348.00 

Military  aid  60.00 

Enforcement  of  liquor  laws 250.00 


Total $57,058.00 

We  recommend  the  following  appropriations: 

For  the  Fire  Department $14,700.00 

For  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor : $7,000,  for  aid 
to  paupers ; $500  for  medical  attendance. 

Total  7,500.00 

For  the  School  Committee  for  maintenance 

(with  Dog  Fund)  71,000.00 

For  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library 6,500.00 

For  the  Water  Department 4,000.00

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Article  9.  “To  determine  the  compensation  of  town 
officers,  laborers  on  the  highway  and  clerical  assistants 
to  town  officers.” 

On  account  of  the  fact  that  the  pay  of  town  officers  is 
taken  from  the  incidental  appropriation,  and  that  the 
recommendations  of  the  Selectmen  for  that  department 
have  already  been  approved  by  this  commission,  we  are 
in  doubt  about  it  being  in  our  province  to  consider  that 
matter. 

We  will,  however,  suggest  that  the  same  amount  be 
allowed  for  the  Selectmen’s  salaries  as  last  year,  namely 
$1,500,  and  that  the  chairman,  who  is  the  executive  officer 
of  the  board  and  who  devotes  much  more  of  his  time  to 
his  duties,  be  allowed  $700  and  the  other  two  $400  each. 

The  assessors  last  year  received  $500  for  chairman  and 
the  other  two  $300  each.  The  latter,  we  are  informed, 
spend  about  three  months  in  performing  their  duties 
while  the  chairman  gives  the  larger  part  of  his  time  to  his 
duties. 

The  commission  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  Treasurer 
and  Town  Clerk,  and  other  officers,  are  not  overpaid, 
with  the  exception  of  the  Collector  of  Taxes.  In  regard 
to  the  remuneration  of  the  Collector  of  Taxes  we  find 
that  in  1889  the  amount  collected  by  taxation  was  $72,- 
035.44,  and  that  three-quarters  of  one  per  cent,  was 
allowed  for  that  duty,  amounting  to  $540.26. 

In  1903  the  amount  collected  was  $163,863.20,  and  the 
collector  received  $1,183.87.  In  1907  the  amount  com- 
mitted was  $232,266.51,  and  the  Tax  Collector  received, 
at  three-quarters  of  one  per  cent.  $1,741.78. 

By  these  figures  you  will  see  that  the  rate  for  collec- 
tion has  not  been  changed  in  20  years,  although  the 
amount  collected  has  more  than  trebled.  We,  therefore, 
suggest  one-half  of  one  per  cent,  as  a fair  remuneration 
for  the  Collector  of  Taxes. 
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The  commission  recommend  on  articles  27  and  28 — 
“To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  purchase  500  feet  of  rub- 
ber hose  and  to  purchase  rubber  coats  for  the  Fire  De- 
partment”— that  the  requests  be  granted. 

On  article  31 — “To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  erect 
a two-room  school  house  on  St.  Jean  Plat” — the  commis- 
sion recommend  that  action  be  deferred  until  the  next 
annual  town  meeting. 

On  article  32,  in  reference  to  insuring  town  property, 
the  commission  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  town  cannot 
afford  to  take  the  risk  of  fire  for  the  amount  that  it 
costs  for  premiums  for  insurance,  and  recommend  that 
all  public  buildings  be  insured. 

On  article  34 — “To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  erect  a 
school  house  on  County  street,  near  Thacher  street” — 
we  recommend  this  matter  be  referred  to  the  School 
Committee. 

Article  35.  “To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct 
the  School  Committee  to  erect  a four-room  school  build- 
ing on  Washington  street.  South  Attleboro,  and  make 
an  appropriation  therefor.’’ 

The  burning  of  the  so-called  Robinson  school  com- 
pels the  building  of  a house  to  replace  it.  The  commis- 
sion recommend  that  a four-room  house,  built  of  brick 
and  located  on  Washington  street,  South  Attleboro,  at 
an  estimated  cost  of  $15,000,  be  erected.  The  same 
sized  building  of  wood  is  estimated  to  cost  $11,500. 

Article  36.  “To  see  if  the  Town  will  instruct  the 
School  Committee  to  purchase  a lot  on  the  east  side  for 
a new  school  building  and  make  an  appropriation  there- 
for. or  do  anything  in  relation  thereto.” 

Your  commission  has  spent  much  time  on  this  import- 
ant article,  and  we  have  had  three  hearings  of  the  School 
Committee  in  relation  to  the  location  and  necessity  of  a 
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new  school  building,  and  we  have  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  erection  of  another  schoolhouse  cannot  be  long 
deferred. 

We  have  thoroughly  discussed  the  possibilities  of  add- 
ing to  some  of  the  present  buildings  and  have  earnestly 
endeavored  to  find  a way  to  provide  for  the  children 
without  erecting  the  new  buildings  for  a time.  The  pro- 
ject of  raising  the  buildings  at  Carpenter  street  and 
Pleasant  street  has  been  discussed  and  abandoned  as  not 
economical  or  practical. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  the  School  Committee 
be  empowered  to  procure  plans  and  specifications  for  a 
suitable  building  to  provide  partly  for  the  future  as  well 
as  present  needs,  and  to  obtain  an  option  on  a lot  and  re- 
port to  the  town  at  a subsequent  meeting. 

On  article  39 — “To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  move 
Turner  street  school  to  St.  Jean  Plat  village’’ — the  com- 
mission recommend  that  action  on  that  article  be  re- 
ferred to  the  next  annual  town  meeting. 

On  article  41 — “To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept 
and  allow  the  relocation  of  the  southerly  line  of  Park 
street,  from  the  east  side  of  the  railroad  to  Union  street, 
as  made  by  the  selectmen,  and  discontinue  that  portion 
of  Park  street  lying  southerly  of  such  line” — the  com- 
mission recommend  the  acceptance  of  the  layout  of  the 
line  from  the  railroad  arch  to  Union  street,  as  agreed 
to  by  the  selectmen. 

On  article  45  the  commission  recommend  that  if  the 
Oak  street  layout  be  accepted  that  the  expense  cf  fixing 
it  shall  be  taken  out  of  the  regular  highway  appropria- 
tion. 

The  commission  recommend  also  that  if  Jackson 
street  layout  is  accepted,  said  street  shall  be  fixed  out 
of  the  regular  highway  appropriation. 

Article  47.  “To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  and  allow 
the  layout  of  County  st.,  from  Thacher  to  Tififany  st.,  as 
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a town  way,  as  made  by  the  selectmen,  agreeable  to  a 
petition  and  make  an  appropriation  therefor.” 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  town  appropriated  $200 
last  year  for  this  purpose  and  in  that  way  committed  it- 
self to  the  proposition,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
abuttors  raised  $300  of  their  own  money  to  carry  along 
the  work,  the  commission  recommend  that  if  all  claims 
for  land  damages  are  properly  released,  the  sum  of  $500 
be  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  furthering  the  work 
this  year. 

I11  reference  to  other  streets  not  specifically  mention- 
ed, the  commission  recommend  that  action  and  appro- 
priations be  deferred  until  the  next  annual  town  meet- 
ing with  this  qualification  : That  if  any  of  these  streets 
not  recommended  shall  be  accepted  we  commend  to 
your  consideration  Philips  st.,  as  this  street  has  been 
waiting  for  about  16  years  and  there  are  about  20  houses 
on  the  street  that  are  taxable. 

Recommendations  on  Acceptance  of  Streets. 

The  Finance  Commission  recommend  that  no  street 
shall  be  accepted  by  the  town  until  the  same  shall  have 
been  brought  to  a grade  established  by  the  engineer 
laying  out  said  street,  and  to  a condition  satisfactory  to 
the  Selectmen. 

The  commission  have  to  say  in  regard  to  article  50, 
relating  to  the  extension  of  Water  street,  that  while  the 
ultimate  extension  is  desirable  it  does  not  seem  expe- 
dient to  do  the  work  this  year,  and  the  commission  rec- 
ommend that  the  extension  of  Water  street  be  referred 
to  the  next  annual  town  meeting. 

Article  51.  “To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  extend 
Thacher  Brook  Drain  and  appropriate  $1,000  therefor.” 

On  this  article  it  is  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  com- 
mission that  the  drain  should  sometime  be  carried  to 
Horton  street,  in  accordance  with  the  original  plans,  to 
drain  the  low  lands  in  that  vicinity  and  make  it  habit- 
able and  taxable.  There  remains  to  be  dug  about  1,100 
feet  of  the  drain  north  of  the  Taunton  branch  railroad 
tracks.

The  owners  of  the  land  have  stated  that  they  would 
give  the  necessary  right  of  way  for  the  drain,  but  as  the 
commission  have  had  no  accurate  figures  of  the  cost  of 
completion  presented  to  them  they  unanimously  recom- 
mend that  action  on  that  article  be  deferred  until  such 
time  as  a close  estimate  of  the  cost  can  be  obtained, 
which  may  probably  be  had  at  the  next  annual  town 
meeting. 

Article  52.  “To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  connect 
Forest  and  Sturdy  streets  with  the  Thacher  Brook 
Drain,  or  do  anything  in  relation  thereto.’’ 

In  regard  to  this  article  the  commission  gave  a hear- 
ing, and  it  seemed  from  the  testimony  of  the  abuttors 
that  the  drain  is  a public  necessity.  The  Superintendent 
of  Streets  recommends  a pipe  drain  laid  five  feet  deep, 
1,200  feet  long,  estimated  to  cost  $900.  As  the  abuttors 
have  agreed  to  contribute  $100  the  commission  indorse 
the  plan. 

Article  54.  “To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  place* 
curbing  around  the  proposed  soldiers’  monument  and 
make  an  appropriation  therefor.”  The  commission  rec- 
ommend the  placing  of  curbing  around  the  monument, 
and  an  appropriation  of  $500  for  that  purpose. 

Article  55.  “To  see  if  the  town  will  install  five  in- 
candescent lights  on  Olive  street,  between  County  and 
Ellis  streets,  and  make  an  appropriation  therefor” ; and 
Article  56 — “To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  place  an  arc 
light  in  front  of  the  Catholic  church  in  Dodgeville,  and 
make  an  appropriation  therefor.”  The  commission  rec- 
ommend the  installation  of  these  lights,  and  the  amount 
recommended  for  lighting,  namely  $13,800,  will  take  care 
of  the  expense. 

As  the  commission  are  informed  that  there  are  a few 
lights  maintained  out  of  the  public  funds  and  located  on 
priveate  property,  we  recommend  that  in  the  future  no 
lights  paid  for  out  of  public  funds  shall  be  maintained 
on  private  property. 
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Article  59.  “To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  appro- 
priate, together  with  the  revenue  of  the  Water  Depart- 
ment for  the  current  year,  for  maintenance  of  the  Water 
Department  and  for  the  annual  contribution  to  the  sink- 
ing fund,  as  recommended  by  the  water  commissioners.” 
For  reasons  hereinafter  stated  the  commission  recom- 
mend the  sum  of  $4,000. 

Article  61.  “To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $200  to  complete  the  band  stand  at  Cap- 
ron  park.”  It  is  the  recommendation  of  this  commission 
that  the  band  stand  be  completed  out  of  the  regular 
park  appropriation. 

Article  69.  “To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase 
a steam  roller  and  make  an  appropriation  therefor,  or 
do  anything  in  relation  thereto.” 

The  commission  have  been  informed  that  the  present 
roller  is  of  such  an  antiquated  pattern  that  none  of  the 
parts  used  in  it  that  are  subject  to  breakage  can  be 
replaced  except  by  making  special  patterns  which  in- 
volves a considerable  delay  and  expense.  Also  that  fast 
work  is  impossible  with  the  present  roller,  and  it  is 
further  stated  that  the  present  roller  is  not  heavy  enough 
for  making  macadam  road.  Therefore,  we  recommend 
the  appropriation  of  the  sum  of  $2,500  for  that  purpose. 

Article  for  the  Town  Warrant. 

“To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  amend  or  add  to  the 
town  by-laws,  or  do  anything  in  relation  thereto.” 
Under  the  above  article  the  commission  recommend 
the  following  vote : “The  by-laws  of  the  town  shall  be 

amended  by  adding  the  following  sections : 

“It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  member  of  an  elective 
board  of  this  town  to  be  financially  interested  in  any 
transaction  with  the  department  of  which  such  a per- 
son is  an  officer. 
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“It  shall  be  unlawful  for  an  officer  of  the  town  to  con- 
tract bills  beyond  the  appropriation  for  his  department, 
unless  such  overdraw  has  been  authorized  by  vote  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  the  total  overdraw  in  all 
departments  which  may  exist  at  any  time  shall  not  ex- 
ceed five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000),  excepting  any  over- 
drafts that  may  be  legally  made  under  the  authority  of 
the  laws  of  the  commonwealth. 

“In  case  bonds  of  the  town  are  issued,  the  proceeds 
from  the  sale  of  such  bonds  shall  not  be  expended  until 
after  the  town  has  appropriated  such  money  for  the  pur- 
poses for  which  it  is  to  be  used.’’ 

Article  for  the  Town  Warrant. 

“To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  amend  or  add  to  the 
water  ordinances  of  the  town,  or  do  anything  in  relation 
thereto.” 

Under  the  article  the  commission  recommend  the  fol- 
lowing vote : “The  water  ordinances  of  the  town  shall 

be  amended  by  adding  the  following  section” : 

“Under  authority  of  these  ordinances  no  indebtedness 
shall  be  incurred  unless  the  funds  for  the  same  shall 
have  been  appropriated  by  vote  of  the  town.” 

Water  Department. 

In  the  management  of  the  financial  affairs  of  the 
Water  Department  we  deem  it  advisable  that  the  fol- 
lowing changes  be  made : 

First— The  sum  which  the  water  commissioners  have 
recommended  for  the  annual  contribution  to  the  sink- 
ing fund,  with  the  accumulation  of  interest,  will,  at  the 
maturity  of  the  bonds  now  outstanding,  fall  over  $100,- 
000  short  of  the  amount  needed  to  pay  the  bonds. 

The  law  clearly  directs  in  Section  12  of  Chapter  27  of 
the  Revised  Statutes : “The  town  shall  establish  a sink- 
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ing  fund  to  be  used  for  no  other  purpose  than  the  pay- 
ment of  such  debt,  and  shall  annually  raise  by  taxation 
and  contribute  thereto  an  amount  sufficient,  with  its  ac- 
cumulations, to  extinguish  the  debt  at  maturity.” 

We  have  made  detailed  calculations  of  the  amount 
required  and  find  that  the  sum  of  $11,000  should  be 
placed  in  the  sinking  fund  this  year,  and  if  more  long 
term  bonds  are  issued  calculations  on  the  same  basis 
must  be  made  to  see  that  the  contribution  to  the  sinking 
fund  is  kept  large  enough  to  comply  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  law. 

Second — We  find  that  the  proceeds  of  bonds  have  been 
used  to  pay  the  running  expenses  of  the  water  depart- 
ment to  the  extent  of  several  thousand  dollars.  This 
practice  should  not  be  allowed,  and  we  recommend  that 
the  auditors  and  the  selectmen  be  instructed  to  carefully 
examine  all  bills  to  be  paid  from  the  proceeds  of  bonds, 
and  that  none  be  allowed  in  that  account  which  should 
be  treated  as  a part  of  the  running  expenses  of  the  de- 
partment. 

Third — We  find  that  at  the  annual  town  meeting  of 
last  year,  the  Water  Commissioners  did  not  ask  for  a 
vote  of  the  town  upon  the  amount  to  be  expended  for 
construction,  as  the  board  assumed  that  they  had 
authority  from  the  Water  Ordinances  to  expend  such  an 
amount  of  money  as  they  deemed  best. 

Such  an  assumption  of  authority  we  believe  to  be  un- 
warranted, and  the  adoption  by  the  town  of  the  addition 
to  the  Water  Ordinances  as  recommended  by  this  com- 
mission, will  render  a similar  occurrence  impossible. 

Issuance  of  Town  Bonds. 

In  case  it  becomes  necessary  for  the  town  to  issue 
bonds  at  any  future  time,  we  recommend : 

That  instead  of  issuing  thirty-year  bonds,  as  hereto- 
fore, the  town  adopt  the  plan  of  issuing  “serial”  bonds. 
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Under  this  system  the  bonds  will  fall  due  at  the  rate  of 
one  or  more  each  year  for  a series  of  years,  not  ex- 
ceeding thirty  years ; so  that  the  interest  charges  will 
become  less  each  year  until  the  debt  is  extinguished. 

By  this  plan  no  sinking  fund  is  required.  We  find  that 
many  towns  of  the  Commonwealth  have  adopted  the 
plan,  and  we  believe  it  has  advantages  over  the  method 
of  issuing  long-term  bonds. 

In  summing  up  the  total  appropriations  we  find  in  the 
Selectmen’s  departments  the  amount  required  to  be 
$57,058,  and  for  the  Fire  Department,  schools,  votes  of 
previous  town  meetings  and  fixed  charges,  $202,295. 
The  additional  appropriations  recommended,  which  in- 
cludes the  $15,000  for  the  schoolhouse  at  South  Attle- 
boro, bring  the  total  amount  to  $285,453 ; to  offset  which 
there  are  the  poll  tax  receipts  and  the  difference  recom- 
mended in  the  sinking  fund,  and  estimated  receipts  of  a 
total  of  $12,600,  which  leaves  $272,853. 

The  commission  recommend  that  the  new  street  to 
South  Attleboro  shall  be  paid  for  in  six  payments  of 
$3,000  each,  one  annually  for  six  years,  and  that  the  new 
schoolhouse  in  South  Attleboro  be  paid  for  in  five  annual 
payments  of  $3,000  each. 

Deducting  the  $27,000  thus  extended  into  future  years 
it  leaves  the  amount  to  be  raised  by  taxation  $245,853. 
This  means  a tax  rate  of  $19.10  per  thousand.  As  the 
citizens  can  readily  see  that  the  commission  have 
recommended  only  six  appropriations,  outside  of  the 
regular  requirements,  it  shows  us  how  necessary  it  is  not 
to  exceed  the  amounts  recommended. 

It  is  true  that  the  Old  Home  Week  celebration  and  the 
appropriation  for  the  Soldiers’  Monument,  account  for 
88  cents  of  this  increase  and  that  they,  once  paid  for,  will 
not  figure  in  our  calculations  for  next  year. 

But  it  shows  us  conclusively  that  no  more  special  ap- 
propriations should  be  made  at  present,  without  it  can 
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be  shown  that  such  special  appropriations  are  an  abso- 
lute necessity.
